and XI. Deaths of children under two years, from '* Debility " 
or "Unknown" cause, are no longer classed as ** Infantile."

The Regietratioii of the Biitbs, Marriages and Deaths of 
MasBRchusetts embraces a period of nearly a half century. 
The broad term Demography has in later years been applied to 
the general field of science of which Vital Stalistica form the 
most important branch. The statistics of the period embraced 
within the years 1842 to 1890, form a valuable life-history of 
the State during those years. 

The number of births returned by the Registration Officers of 
Massachusetts for the year 1890 was 57,777, the number of mar- 
riages was 20,«38 and of deaths 43,528 ; or, 702 more births, 
441 more marriages and 1 ,751 more deaths than were recorded 
in 1889. 

The aggregate registration, including 2,099 still-births, was 
124,242, which was 2,972 greater than that of 1889. 

The excess of living births over deaths was 14,249. It 
greater than that of any previous year since the beginninj 
registration, except 1859 and 1889. In 1889 the births ex- 
ceeded the deaths by 15,298.

These rates would indicate, upon the population of 1890, one 
child horn alive to 39 persons, one person married to 54 per- 
sons, and one death to 51 living persons. 

The same data also indicate a daily average of 158 births, 
57 marriages and 119 deaths during the year 1890. 

In Table 1 are presented the population, the number of 
births, marriages and deaths, the excess of births over deaths, 
the birth, marriage and death rates, and the natural rate of 
increase of the population for a period of forty years. By 
this table it appears that the birth-rate of 1890 was less than 
that of either 1888 or 1889. 

The marriage-rate was less than that of 1889, and the same 
as that of 1888. 

The death-rate was greater than that of 1889, but less than 
that of either 1887 or 1888.

In periods of five years, the excess of our birth-rates over 
the death-rates shows a gradual tendency to decrease from 
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1850 to 1885, but in the last five-year period there was an 
increase from 5'3 to 6*4 per 1,000. 

Table 3 exhibits the birth, death and maiTiage rates of 
several European countries having registration, together with 
the natural increase for a series of years, or the excess of the 
birth-rate over the death-rate. 

The table also shows that for the period of twenty years 
(1861-1880) Massachusetts shows a smaller rate of natural 
increase than those of the European countries quoted, except 
France and Hungary. 

For 1889 and 1890 the natural rate of increase of Massachu- 
setts was greater than those of either France or Ireland. 

The marriage-rate of Massachusetts in 1889 and 1890 was 
greater than those of either of the countries included in the 
table, and for the twenty-year period, 1861-1880, it was only 
exceeded by that of Hungary. 

These data are from the most authentic sources, including 
the Registrar-General's Report of England for 1889, the official 
reports of other countries, from the very full and complete tables 
of Professor Bodio of Milan, and from Mulhall's Dictionary of 
Statistics, new edition, 1891.

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POPULATION. 

Accurate knowledge of the census of any given population 
is essential to a correct understanding and interpretation of its 
vital statistics, since the former constitutes the basis upon 
which the latter are computed. 

The following summary observations upon the vital statistics 
of Massachusetts, for the year 1890, are based upon the United 
States census of that year. 

The moilality-rates presented in Table VIII. of the fore- 
going series of tables are calculated upon the United States 
census of 1890. At the time when these tables were prepared 
the data of the census relative to sex had not been furnished, 
hence the usual sex-distribution could not be presented. 

The population of the State in 1890 was 2,238,943. 

The changes in population from 1765 to 1890, together with the 
annual rates of increase, as shown by the colonial, national and 
State census enumerations, are given in the following table : —

The scale is that of 
one million inhabitants. For example, at the age-period 
twenty to twenty-five years, there were living, at the date of 
the census of 1885, in Massachusetts, 46,480 men and 56,100 
women in each million of the population. • 

The value of this table will be seen by reference to the table 
of principal infectious diseases, in the section relating to the 
causes of death. 

The results of the national census are not sufficiently com- 
plete at the date of publishing this report to allow the presen- 
tation of a similar table based upon the census of 1890 in the 
present Registration Report.

In the following table are presented the population, and the 
birth, marriage and death rates of each city and town in the 
State for the census year 1890. It has been customary to 
publish this table once in five years at the periods of the State 
and National Census, since these years furnish definite infor- 
mation as to the numbers of the population, upon which all the 
rates must depend. These figures cannot in all cases be taken 
as trustworthy averages of the birth, marriage and death rates 
of cities and towns for long periods of times, since temporary 
conditions may exist, especially in small towns, which mate- 
rially affect the resulting ratios, during the year in which the 
census is taken.

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BIRTHS. 

The number of births registered in 1890 was 57,777, which 
was larger than that of any year since the beginning of regis- 
tration in Massachusetts ; the rate for living births, as calcu- 
lated from the population (25-81), was slightly less than that 
of 1888 and 1889, but greater than that of any previous year 
since 1875. The rate was greater than those of either of the 
five-year periods, 1861-65, 1876-80, and 1^81-85 ; but less 
than those of the five-year periods, 1851-55, 1856-60, 1866-70, 
1871-75, and 1886-90. 

The number of births and still-births for a period of twenty 
years is presented in the following table, and in Table 8 the 
birth-rates for forty years in groups of five-year periods.

The birth-rate of Europe, exclusive of Russia (1865-1883), 
was 35-4 to 1,000 of the living population ; that of Russia for 
the same period was 49*4, and that of all Europe was 38'7. 

The four European groups rank as follows : — 



Eastern Europe (Russia), 49-4 

Central Europe, 37-6 

Southern Europe, 34-0 

North-western Europe, 32-0 
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In Table 9 are presented the number of births by counties for 
a period of twenty years, and the birth-rates of census years. 

In this table the births and birth-rate of each county for any 
given year may be compared with those of other counties, and 
with those of the State for the same year, and also with the 
births and birth-rate of the same county in other years. 

These tables show a considerable degree of uniformity in the 
birth-rates of different counties when the birth-rates of the 
same counties are compared for different census years, while 
the birth-rates of counties present marked variations when 
compared with each other, Suffolk County having the highest 
rates, and Barnstable, Dukes and Nantucket the lowest. 

As compared with the births for 1889, there was an increase 
in Bristol, Dukes, Essex, Hampden, Middlesex, Plymouth and 
Suffolk, and a decrease in the remaining counties.*

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23'78 per cent, in the tii-st quarter, 23*68 per cent, in the 
second, 26*48 per cent, in the third, and 26*06 per cent, in 
the fourth quarter. 

The largest average number of births for the period of 
twenty years occurred in the month of August, and the order 
of the remaining months was as follows : December, October, 
September, July, November, March, June, January, May, 
April, February.

Sex. — The statistics presented in Table 12, relative to the 
sex of children born in 1890, difl'er but little from those of 
1889, or from the average of the previous thirty-seven years. 

The ratio of males to females in 1890 was 104'6, as com- 
pared with 103-r) in 1889, 105-4 in 1888, and 105-6 for the 
period 1853-1889. This agrees quite closely with that of 
Europe, which was 105*5 for the nineteen years (1865-1883). 

The disparity of the sexes among the s till-born was greater 
than among living children, the ratio of males to females in 
1890 being 141 9'as compared with 150-8 in 1889, 151-0 in 
1888, and 147 for the period 1853-1889. 

The ratio of male to female biilhs among the illegitimate 
births was 108-2, while the ratios in previous years were as 
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follows : 108-2 in 1889, 100-0 in 1888, 97-4 in 1887, and 102-9 
for the period 1853-1889. 

In Table 13 are presented the statistics relative to the parent- 
age of children bom alive in Massachusetts in 1890, together 
with those relating to the parentage of plural and of illegiti- 
mate births. 

The excess of children bom of foreign parents over those of 
native parentage was 5,338, which was greater by 838 than 
the excess of the same class in 1889. It was also greater than 
that of any year since the beginning of registration. 

The number born of mixed parentage was 12,121, which 
was 358 greater than that of 1889, and also greater than that 
of any previous year.

In tables 14 and 15 the percentages of native and foreign- 
born children are given for a series of years, by which it 
appears that the percentage of native-born children has de- 
creased with considerable uniformity since 1849, and was also 
less in 1890 than in any year since the beginning of registra- 
tion. 

The percentage of children born of foreign parents was 
greater than that of any previous year since 1878. 

The percentage of children born of mixed parentage was 
greater than that of any previous year except 1888. 

If the number of births of mixed parentage be equally dis- 
tributed among the native and the foreign births, the birth- 
rate of the native population for 1890, estimated on the census 
of 1885, was 18-5 per 1,000 of the living population, and that 
of the foreign population was 59-9 per 1,000.

IllegUimate Births. — Nativity of Mothers. — In table 20 
are presented the statistics relative to the nativity of mothers 
of illegitimate children for a period of twenty years. 

The ratio of such children bom of native mothers in 1890 
was 43.0 per cent., which was less than that of 1889 by 2.9 per 
cent., and also less than that of any previous year except 1875. 
It was also less by 7-3 per cent, than the average of the twenty- 
year period (1871-90). 

The ratio of such children bom of foreign mothers was 
greater by 2*3 per cent, than that of 1889, and greater by 6-4 
per cent, than the average of the twenty-year period. 

In table 21 is presented the nativity of illegitimate births in 
Massachusetts by counties for the year 1890, and also for the 
ten-year period (1881-90). The highest percentages of such 
births of native-born mothers occurred in Barnstable, Dukes, 
Nantucket, Hampshire, Franklin and Plymouth counties for 
the ten-year period, and the lowest in Suffolk, Middlesex and 
Bristol for the ten-year period. 

In table 22 are presented the statistics relative to the ratio 
of illegitimate births to each thousand living births by counties 
for the period of ten years (1881-90), by which it appears 
that Suffolk County presented the highest ratio, both for the 
whole period and also for the single year 1890. Dukes and 
Nantucket counties together came next in order for the single 
year 1890, and for the whole period. 

The lowest ratios for the year 1890 were presented in Bristol, 
Hampden, Norfolk, Plymouth and Worcester counties, and for 
the whole period in Bristol, Berkshire, Franklin, Hampden, 
Norfolk and Worcester counties.

MARRIAGES. 

The number of marriages registered in Massachusetts in 
1890 was 20,838, which was 441 more than the number regis- 
tered in 1889, and 1,099 more than that of 1888, and was also 
greater than that of any previous year. The number of per- 
sons married for each thousand of the estimated living popu- 
lation was 18-()2, and the number of marriages to each thousand 
was 9-31. 

There was one person married to every 53' 7 of the esti- 
mated population, as compared with one in each 53*3 in 1889 
and 53-7 in 188«.

A summary statement of the number of persons married at 
different ages is presented in table 27. These are classified by 
sexes, and by their conjugal condition previous to marriage. 
The approximate average age of each class is also given upon 
the same page. 

The number of men married under twenty years of age was 
1*8 per cent, of the whole number of men married whose ages 
were known, which was '2 of one per cent, less than the per- 
centage of the same class in the previous year ; and the number 
of women married who were under twenty was 15'8 per cent, 
of the whole number of women married whose ages were 
known, as compared with 15'6 per cent, in 1889, and 16'3 per 
cent, in 18*<8. 

The number of men married who were between the ages of 
twenty and twenty-five was 36' 1 per cent, of the whole num- 
ber, and the number of women married at the same age was 
44 9 per cent. ; these ratios differing but little from those of 
1889 for the same age. 

The men who were married between the ages of twenty-five 
and thirty were 32*9 per cent., and the women were 23-5 per 
cent., of the whole number, as compared with 32*5 per cent, 
and 22-9 per cent, respectively in 1889. 

Seven hundred and forty-five men and 245 women were 
married in 1890, after having attained the age of fifty years ; 
1 6 men and no women were over seventj'-five years of age at 
the time of marriage, and 2 men were over 80. 

In table 28 are presented the average ages at marriage of all 
persons of both sexes for a period of twenty years, and of 
persons married for the first time for the same period. The 
average age of each of these classes was lower by a small 
fraction of a year than those of the same classes in the pre- 
vious year, except for the class of men marrying for the first 
time, which was slightly higher than the average for any pre- 
vious year of the period. 

The variations for the whole period of twenty years scarcely 
exceed one year between the maximum and minimum average 
ages.

In table 32 are presented the percentages, for a period of 
twenty years, of marriages, with reference to the nativity 
of groom and bride. By this table it appears that there was 
a decrease in the percentage of the native-born from 1870 
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to 1873, an increase from 1873 to 1879, and then a decrease 
up to 1890. The percentages of the foreign-bora, with a few 
exceptions, varied inversely as the former. 

In the class of marriages of persons of mixed parentage 
there has been an increase with considerable uniformity in 
the whole period. 

Similar contrasts are presented in table 33, in which all 
persons married are classified in two groups, with reference 

to their nativity.

named. 
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DIVORCES. 

The statute causes for which divorce from the bonds of 
matrimony may be granted in Massachusetts are as fol- 
lows : — 

1 . Adaltery. 

2. Impotency. 

3. Sentence to imprisonment at hard labor for five years or more. 

4. Desertion for three consecutive years next prior to the filing of 
the libel. 

5. Separation without consent, refusal to cohabit, and union for 
three years with a religious sect or society holding the relation of 
husband and wife unlawful. 

6. Extreme cruelty. 

7. Gross and confirmed habits of intoxication. 

8. Cruel and abusive treatment. 

9. Neglect to provide. 

10. Gross and confirmed drunkenness from opium or other drags. 

Of these causes, the one relating to union with a religious 
sect holding the relation of husband and wife unlawful is prac- 
tically inoperative, since no divorces have been granted upon 
this ground for the past twenty-three years at least. 

A marriage may be nnnulled, and declared void, as provided 
by the statutes, in consequence of violation of the provisions of 
the laws concerning marriage. (Pub. Stats., chap. 145, sect. 

11.) 

l)n pages 257 to 270 may be found the statistics relating to 
divorces in Massachusetts for the period of twenty years end- 
ing with 1890. 

The number for each county is specified for each year of the 
period, the sexes in favor of which they were granted, and the 
causes for which they were granted. 
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During the entire period of twenty years embraced in the 
tables 11,415 divorces were granted, which was 275 more than 
w^ere granted in the twenty years ending with 1889. 

Sex. — Of the whole number, 7,891, or 69*13 per cent., were 
granted on complaint of the wife. 

Of the divorces granted on account of adultery, 1,520, or 
52-2 per cent., were decreed to the wife ; of those on account 
of desertion 63*3 per cent. ; of those on account of intoxication 
88*7 per cent. ; of those on account of extreme cruelty 99*3; 
of those on account of cruel and abusive treatment 98*4 per 
ceut. ; and of those on account of non-support 100 per cent. 

Causes. — Of the whole number of divorces granted in the 
period of twenty years ending with 1890, 2,913, or 25*5 per 
cent., were granted on account of adultery ; 5,280, or 46-3 per 
cent., on account of desertion; 1,430, or 12-5 per cent., on 
account of intoxication; 601, or 5*3 per cent., on account of 
extreme cruelty ; 861, or 7*5 per cent., on account of cruel and 
abusive treatment ; and 234, or 2*1 per cent., on account of non- 
support. 

Counties, — The greatest number of divorces granted in any 
county, during the twenty years, was granted in Suffolk, or 
26' 1 per cent, of the whole number; Essex had 15*3 percent., 
Middlesex 14-8 and Worcester 12'5 per cent, of the whole 
number. 

The counties having the smallest number were Dukes and 
Nantucket, -47 per cent. ; Barnstable, 1*9 per cent. ; Franklin, 
1-7 per cent., and Hampshire, 1*8 per cent. 

This method of expression, however, has but little meaning. 
A much better mode is that of comparing the number of 
divorces in each county w^ith the number of marriages in the 
same county, for a similar period of time. The percentages 
obtained by this mode may be found on later pages.

For extreme cruelty, the highest ratios, as compared with 
the total number granted in each county for the period of 
twenty years, were found in Dukes and Nantucket, 9 '3 ; in 
Barnstable, 8*5; and in Berkshire, 7-8; and the lowest, in 
Franklin, 4-2 ; in Norfolk, 3-2, and in Plymouth, 3*1 percent. 

In table 35 are presented the ratios of divorces to marriages 
in each year, for the period of twenty years ending with 1890. 
The ratio for the entire period was one to 28-9. The highest 
ratio was one to 21*4 in 1878, and the lowest one to 48*4 in 
1871. 

For the year 1890, it was one to 31-9, which was lower than 
the average of the whole period. 

The average marriage-rate for the twenty years (1871-1890) 
was 18*12 per 1,000 of the population. For the ten years (1871- 
1880) it was 17-58, and for the following decade (1881-1800^ 
it was 18*56, an increase of -98 per 1,000 oi l\\e \>o\>\x\^^\^\\« 
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Comparing the same periods with reference to the ratio of 
divorces to marriages, it appears that there was a slight decrease 
from one in 28*2 in the former period to one in 29-6 in the 
latter.

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In tables 54 and 55 are presented the statistics relative to 
divorces in Massachusetts for the year 1890. The whole num- 
ber granted during the year was 654, which was 102 less than 
the number granted in 1889, and 30 more than those of 1888. 
It was also greater by 83 than the average of the 20 years, 1871 
-1890. Of the whole number granted in 1890, 136, or 20-8 
per cent., were granted on account of adultery, as compared 
with 19-3 per cent, in 1889, 20-1 per cent, in 1888, and 25-5 
per cent, for the period of twenty years (1871-1890). 

The percentage for desertion in 1890 was 51*2, as compared 
with 50-0 in 1889, 48-7 in 1888, and 46-3 for the whole period 
of twenty years. 

For intoxication, the percentage in 1890 was 13*5, as com- 
pared with 13-4 in 1889, 14-2 in 1888, and 12-5 per cent, as 
the annual avemge of the twenty-year period. 

For extreme cruelty, the percentage was 2-6, as compared 
with 4 8 in 1889, and 5-3 for the whole period of twenty years. 

For cruel and abusive treatment, the percentage was 8*6, as 
compared with 7-5 as the annual average of the twenty-year 
period, and for neglect or refusal to provide support it was 
1'7, as compared with 2*1 or the annual average. 

These ratios are, as compared with the annual averages for 
twenty years : for adultery, 4*7 per cent, lower; for desertion, 
4*9 per cent, higher; for intoxication, 1-0 higher; for extreme 
cruelty, 2*7 lower; and for cruel and abusive treatment, 1*1 
higher. 

Of the whole number, 434, or 66-3 per cent., were granted 
on complaint of the wife, as compared with 65-9 per cent, in 
1889, 69*2 per cent, in 1888, and 69*1 per cent, for the period 
of twenty years (1871-1890). 

Of the divorces decreed on account of adultery, 50-7 were 
granted to women, as compared with 4()*6 in 1889, and 43*7 
in 18«8. 

Of those which were granted on account of desertion, 59-4 per 
cent, were granted to women, as compared with 57*2 in 1889. 

Of those granted on account of intoxication, 84*1 per cent, 
were granted to women, as compared with 881 in 1889. 

All of the divorces on account of extreme cruelty and all of 
those decreed on account of cruel and abusive treatment, were 
granted to women.

The highest ratio occurred in Barnstable County, one to 
18*8, and the lowest in Middlesex County, one to GO'9. 
Other counties having high ratios were : Berkshire, one to 
21-9, and Hampden, one to 24*4. Other counties having 
low ratios were: Hampshire, one to 46*8; Bristol, one to 
37-7, and Norfolk, one to 37-5. 
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In table 57 it appears that the average length of married life

Of the suits entered upon the charge of adultery, in 1890, 
the average length of married life was 10*31 years ; for deser- 
tion, it was 11*95 years; for intoxication, 11*75 years; for 
extreme cruelty, 7*22 years; for cruel and abusive treatment, 
9*70 years, and for non-support, 15*46 years. 

With reference to causes of divorce for the year 1890, the 
length of the married life of libellants in case of those entered 
for adultery was from one to five years in 24*1 per cent. ; from 
five to ten years in 31-4 per cent. ; from ten to twenty years in 
30*6 per cent. ; from twenty to thirty years in 10*2 per cent. 
In four cases it had continued more than thirty years. 

Of the libellants on account of desertion, 9*9 per cent, had 
been married from one to five years ; 35*8 per cent., from five 
to ten years ; 37*8 per cent., from ten to twenty years ; 13*4 
per cent., from twenty to thirty years. Eleven had been 
married more than thirty years. 

Of the libellants on account of intoxication, 14-6 per cent, 
had been married from one to five years ; 33*7 per cent., from 
five to ten years; 37-1 per cent., from ten to twenty years; 
and 13*5 per cent., from twenty to thirty years. None had 
been married less than one year, and one had been married 
over thirty years. 

A summary of the statistics relative to the length of married 
life of libellants, classified by sexes and statute causes, for the 
period of nine years ending with 1890, is presented in table 58. 
The number of suits entered during this period was 6,365, and 
the average length of married life of those who entered their 
suits was 11*32 years. 

The average for the different causes was as follows : for 
adultery, 10-09 years; for cruel and abusive treatment, 10*16 
years; for desertion, 12*03 years; for extreme cruelty, 10*21 
years ; for imprisonment, 11*52 years ; impotency, 8 50 years ; 
intoxication, 11*92 years; non-support, 12 43 years; nullity 
of marriage, 6*60 years. 

Of the whole number of libellants, 29, or *46 of one per cent., 
had been married less than six months ; 27, or *4 of one per 
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cent , from six months to one year; 979,. or 15*4 per cent., 
from one to five years ; 2,052, or 32-2 per cent., from five to 
ten years ; 2,110, or 38-4 per cent., from ten to twenty years ; 
644, or 10*1 per cent., from twenty to thirty years; 181, or 
2-8 per cent., over thirty years ; and in ten cases the length of 
married life was not stated.

DEATHS. 

The number of deaths reported for the year 1890 was 43,528, 
which was 1,751 more than the number returned in 1889, and 
1,431 more than the number reported in 1888. 

It was greater by 2,44() than the average mortality of the 
five years ending with 1890. 

The death-rate for the year was 19-44 per thousand of the 
living population, which was greater than that of 1889, but 
less than that of either 1885, 1886, 188,7 or 1888. 

The mortality of infants under one year was 9,625, which 
was greater than that of any previous year of registration ; the 
greatest infant mortality of the previous fifteen years having 
been 9,105 in 1889, and the least, 5,805 in 1879. 

The percentage of deaths of children under one year of age 
to the total mortality in 18H0, was 22*11, as compared with 
21-79 in 1889, and 21-07 in 1888. 

In table 59 are presented the number of deaths and the 
death-rates per 1,000 of the living population for each year, and 
for quinquennial periods from 1851 to 1890 inclusive. The 
death-rates for all years except census years are estimated. 
The average mortality-rate of the forty years ending with 1890 
was 19»35. 

In table 60 are given the death-rates for the diflTerent counties 
for the six census years (1865-1890), and also the number of 
deaths in each county for each year since 1880 ; by this table 
it appears that the mortality in each county except Nantucket 
and Suffolk for the year 1890 was greater than that of the 
previous year.

In the former, with an estimated average density of 520 to 
each square mil**, the mortality-rate was 20*0 per 1,000 of the 
population, and in the latter group, having a density of 113, 
it was 17*8 per 1,000. There was therefore a difference of 
2*2 per 1,0<)0 in favor of the rural counties, as compared with 
a difference of 2-7 per 1,000 in 1889. 

In table 62 it appears that the total mortality for 1890 was 
greater than that of 1889, and the mortality of every month, 
except April, May, June, July, September and October, was 
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greater than that of the corresponding month of 1889* The 
greatest difference was in January, in which month there were 
2,063 more deaths than there were in January, 1889 ; the least 
difference (6) was in the month of December.

The greatest number of deaths occurred in January, and in 
the first quarter, and the least number in June, and in the 
second quarter. In the previous year the greatest number of 
deaths occurred in July. The unusual mortality in January 
was due to the wide-spread epidemic of influenza, which began 
in December of the previous year, but did npt seriously afiect 
ther death-rate until the following month. 

In table 63 are presented the percentages of deaths in each 
quarter of the years for a period of twenty years. 

The order is as follows, beginning with the maximum : For 
1890, it was first, third, fourth, second ; for 1889, it was third, 
second, fourth, first; in 1888, it was third, first, second, 
fourth ; but for 1887, as well as for the average of the nineteen 
years, it was third, first, fourth, second. 
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In 1890 and 1879 only, in the years included in this period, 
did the greatest mortality occur in the first quarter of the year. 

The difference in the mortality of the population at different 
seasons of the year is influenced considerably by the mortality 
of children under five years of age. Table 64 is therefore 
introduced, in which is presented the deaths of this class by 
months for the year 1890, with the percentages for each month.

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By this table it appears that the least mortality of children 
under five years was in the months of June and November, 
and also in the last quarter of the year, and the greatest mor- 
tality of this class was in the month of August and in the third 
quarter. The mortality of July was more than thrice that of 
either June or November, and the mortality of the third quarter 
of the year was greater than the combined mortality of the 
fourth and second quarters for this class. 

Sex. — Table 65 presents the mortality of males and females 
for a period of thirty-nine years, the ratio of the mortality of 
males to that of females, and also the mortality-rate of each 
sex, the latter being given for census years only. 

The excess of the mortality of females over males finds but 
a partial explanation in the excess of the former over the 
latter ; since, while this excess of the female population over 
the male amounted to 8 19 per cent, by the census of 1885, 
the excess in the mortality of the female population in the 
same year was very much less. 

In 1890, as well as in 1888 and 1889, notwithstanding a 
considerable excess of females estimated upon the census of 
1885, there was an actual excess in the mortality of males over 
that of females, the excess in 1890 amounting to () ; that of 
1889 being 179, and that of 1888 371. There had been no 
excess of mortality of males since 1873, until 1888. 

In table 66 are given the deaths, by age and by sex, for cer- 
tain periods of life, for the years 1889 and 1890; by which it 
appears that 1,013 more males than females died under the age 
of one year, and the excess in the deaths of males over females 
under five years of age was 1,036.

In tables 72 and 73 are presented the percentaofes of deaths, 
by nativity, for 1890, and also for a period of thirty-six years. 
In the former table it appears that the ratio of deaths of the 
native-born, to the total mortality of those whose parentage 
was known, w^as greatest in Barnstable, Nantucket, Franklin, 
Dukes and Plymouth counties, and least in Suffolk, Bristol, 
Middlesex and Hampden, in the order named.

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CAUSES OF DEATH. 

The number of deaths the causes of which were not registered 
in 1890, was 515 out of a total of 43,528. This number was 
1'19 per cent, only of the whole number of deaths registered, 
as compared with 1*17 per cent, in 1889, 1*28 per cent, in 
1888, and 1-22 per cent, in 1887. 

The following table (76) exhibits the percentage of deaths 
in which there was a failure to return the causes for a series of 
twenty years. This table shows a marked improvement since 
1871, the percentage of failure to return the causes of death 
having been greatly diminished since that date. The table 
evinces a greater care on the part of registration officers dur- 
ing the latter years of the period, and also a better discrimina- 
tion as to the causes of death on the part of the physicians who 
are responsible for the ceitificates of death.

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In Table 77 the statistics of the causes of death are presented 
in five general classes or groups, for each of the fourteen coun- 
ties, together with the deaths the cause of which was unknown. 

By this table it appears that Berkshire, Nantucket, Dukes 
and Franklin counties returned the greatest percentages of 
deaths from unknown causes, and Bristol, Hampshire, Hamp- 
den and Suffolk returned the least percentages from such 
causes. 

Of the 519 deaths which were classified as from unknown or 
ill-defined causes, 102 were registered as deaths from *< hem- 
orrhage," 52 from ** tumor," 19 from '* inflammation," and 342 
were either registered as from an '* unknown" cause, or the 
cause was not stated in the returns. 

Of the class of diseases commonly known as Zymotic^ Hamp- 
shire, Hampden, Berkshire, Bristol and Essex returned the 
ihighest percentages, and Nantucket, Dukes, Barnstable and 
Franklin, the lowest. The percentage in the whole State, as 
'Compared with the total mortality, was 18'56, while that of 
1889 was 19-23. 

The greatest decrease, comparing the statistics of 1890 with 
those of 1889, was found in Nantucket and Franklin counties, 
the decrease amounting to 6-69 and 3*32 per cent, respectively. 
In other counties the decrease was as follows : Bristol, -89 ; 
Essex, '59; Hampden, 12*5; Middlesex, 1-12, and Suffolk, 
1*92. In the following counties there was an increase, Barn- 
stable, 3*43; Berkshire, -04; Dukes, '24; Hampshire, 4*16; 
Norfolk, 1*69; Plymouth, 1*96, and Worcester, -36. 

In the class of constitutional diseases, Suffolk, Plymouth, 
and Norfolk counties returned the highest percentages, and 
Dukes, Berkshire, Franklin, and Hampshire counties the 
lowest. 

In the class of local diseases, Barnstable, Dukes, Bristol, and 
Plymouth counties returned the highest percentages, and Essex, 
Nantucket, and Suffolk the lowest. 

In the class of devetopmental diseases, Nantucket, Dukes, 
and Franklin presented the highest percentages, and Suffolk, 
Hampden, Berkshire, and Essex the lowest. 

In table 78 are presented the percentages of each class of 
diseases, as compared with the total number of deaths from 
speciSed causes for a period of ten yoara for the State. 
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The percentage from the classes of local diseases and the 
deaths from violence was greater than the average of the ten- 
year period 1881-1890, while that of each of the other general 
classes was less.

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I. Zymotic Diseases. — In table 79 are presented the sta- 
tistics of mortality from the principal zymotic or infectious 
diseases for the period often years, 1881-1890. By this table 
it appears that the sum of these deaths for the year 1890 was 
less by 386 than those of 1889 from the same causes. It was 
less than the sum of the same diseases in 18^8, 1887, 1884, 
1882 and 1881, and also less than the average of the ten-year 
period. 

The mortality from dysentery was less than that of any year 
of the whole period of ten years. 

The mortality from typhoid fever was less than of either 
1887, 1888 or 1889, and also less than the average of the ten 
years from this cause. 

The deaths from whooping-cough were greater than those 
of any year since 1884, and also greater than the average of 
the ten-year period. 

The deaths from diphtheria were less than those of either 
1888 or 18d9, and also less than the average of the ten-year 
period. 

There were but 114 deaths from measles, which was a smaller 
number than that of any year since 1884, when there were but 
75. It was also less than the average of the ten-year period. 

From scarlet-fever there were but 196 deaths, which was 
much less than that of any previous year since the beginning 
of registration except 1848 and 1889, in which years there 
were respectively but 176 and 185 deaths from this cause. 
The least number recorded in any previous year except 1889 
for thirty years was 318 in 1882, while the number often 
exceeded 1,000 in the years previous to 1877, and in 1858 
exceeded 2,000. 

The deaths from cholera infantum were 2,491, which number 
was greater than that of any year since 1875, in which year 
the deaths from this cause numbered 2,606. The deaths in 
1872, 1873 and 1874 from the same cause were also respec- 
tively 3,254, 2,553 and 2,322. 

Small-pox caused but 1 death in 1890, as compared with an 
average of 13 for the ten-year period (1881-90). 

Further statistics relative to the foregoing diseases will be 
found under their special subjects on later pages.

II. Constitutional Diseases. — There were 5,791 deaths 
recorded from consumption in 1890, which was 13-30 per 
cent, of the total mortality of the year, as compared with 
13-86 in 1889, and 13-61 in 1888. 

The deaths from cancer were 1,387, which was 3-19 of the 
total mortality as compared with 3*17 per cent, in 1889. 

III. Local Diseases. — In table 80 are presented the sta- 
tistics of the principal local diseases. 



The number of deaths from the diseases of the nervous 
sjrstem presented in the foregoing tables was 3,613, which 
was 147 more than the number reported from similar causes 
in 1889, and also greater than those of any other year of the 
ten-year period (1881-1890). 

The number reported from apoplexy was 1,301, which was 
81 more than that of 1889, and also greater than that of any 
of the previous years of the period from the same cause. 

The number of deaths from paralysis was 89 greater than 
that of 1889, but less than that of 1887 and 1888, and 92 more 
than the average number for the decennial petVod* 
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The number of deaths reported as due to insanity was 188, 
which was less than that of either 1888 or 1889, and greater 
by 16 than the average of the decennial period. 

The deaths from convulsions were greater by 3 than those 
of* 1889, and also greater than those of any other year of the 
decennial period. 

The deaths from the group of heart diseases were 2,579, or 
291) more than those of 1889, 518 more than those of 1888, 
742 more than those of 1887, and 1,011 more than the average 
of the decennial period. 

The number of deaths from the principal diseases of the 
respiratory organs — pneumonia, bronchitis and pleurisy, — 
was 5,684, which was 873 more than that of 1889, and 524 
more than that of 1888. 

From bronchitis there were 1,533 deaths, which was 257 
more than those of 1889, 207 more than those of 1888, and 4U 
more than the average of the period. 

From pleurisy there were 1 13 deaths, which was 18 more 
than those of 1889, 5 less than those of 1888, and 10 more 
than the average of the period. 

From pneumonia there were 4,038 deaths, which was 598 
more than those of 1889, 322 more than those of 1888, and 
794 more than the average of the decennial period.

The deaths from peritonitis were 484, which was 22 more 
than those of 1889, 69 more than those of 1888, and 119 more 
than the average of the decennial period. 

In the group of kidney diseases the number was 1,303, or 
13 more than those of 1889, 5 less than those of 1888, and 195 
more than the average of the period. 

Developmental Causes. — The number of deaths repoiled as 
due to the indefinite cause, teething, was 89, which was 7 more 
than those of 1889 from the same cause, 20 less than those of 
1888, and 39 less than the average of the ten-year period 
(1881-1890). 

The number of deaths of infants reported as due to causes 
iacident to the time of birth was 2,960, which was 28 more 
than that of 1889, 158 more than that of 1888, and 449 more 
than the average of the period of ten years. 

The rate of increase from this group of causes should be 
compared with the birth-rate of the population, which has also 
inert ased with considerable uniformity from 24*91 per 1,000 
of the population in 1881, the first year of the decennial period, 
to 25-81 in 1890, the last year of the same period, an actual 
increase of 12,557 births. 

The number of deaths reported from old age was 1,853, 
which was less than that of any year since 1881, and 86 less 
than the average of the ten years (1881-1890). 

The number of deaths from the causes incidental to child- 
birth was 228, as compared with 205 in 1889, 144 in 1888, 
and 147 in 1887, and an average of 194 for the decennial 
period. 

If the number of deaths from puerperal fever (63) be added 
to the sum of the deaths from these causes, the ratio as com- 
pared with the total number of labors reported for 1890 is one 
in 195-1, as compared with one in 205-8 in 1889, one in 248*5 
in 1888, one in 240-8 in 1887, and one in 186*1 in 1886. 

Deaths from Violence. — The total mortality from the princi- 
pal causes due to violence, either homicidal, suicidal or acci- 
dentaly was 1,071, which was greater than that of any other 
year of the decade (1881-1890).

The deaths of persons drowned and lost at sea were 366, 
which was less than those of either 1886 or 1887, but greater 
than those of 1888 or 1889. 

Six deaths were reported as having been caused by light- 
ning and 30 by heat. 

The further discussion of this class of deaths will be found 
under the head of Medical Examiners' Returns. 
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Mo8t Prominent Causes of DecUh. — In table 83 is presented 
in tabular form the relative position which each of twelve 
prominent causes of death held, in its incidence upon the pop- 
ulation, for each year of the decennial period (1881—1890). 

Consumption and pneumonia proved to be the most destruc- 
tive causes of death throughout the period of ten years. Heart 
diseases maintained their places in the third rank in each year 
of the period except 1882. 

Cholera infantum held the fourth place in 1890, 1889, 1888, 
1887 and 1886, and varied from the third to the fifth place in 
the preceding years. 

Old age held the fifth rank in nearly every year of the 
period. 

Bronchitis has gradually advanced from the twelfth place in 
1882 to the eighth in 1888, dropped to the tenth in 1889, and 
again advanced to the sixth in 1890. 

Cancer has gradually fallen off from the eighth to the eleventh 
place and again risen to the seventh in 1890. 

Cephalitis has maintained a comparatively uniform rank from 
the sixth to the ninth place during the ten-year period. 

Kidney diseases have gradually advanced from the twelfth 
to the ninth place during the period. 

Apoplexy advanced from the fourteenth place in 1881 to the 
eighth in 1887, dropped to the twelfth in 1888, and again 
advanced to the tenth in 1890. 

Diphtheria has changed much in its comparative position in 
the table, from the sixth place in 1881 to the eleventh in 
1890. 

Paralysis also has changed much in its comparative rank, from 
the ninth place in 1881 and sixth in 1884 to the twelfth in 
1890. 

Typhoid fever, which held the fourth rank in 1872 and the 
sixth in 1873, has disappeared from the list. If the table were 
extended, this disease would hold the sixteenth position upon 
the list in 1890. 

This group of twelve most destructive causes of death con- 
stituted 62-18 per cent, of the total deaths of the year 1890, as 
compared with 61-39 per cent, in 1889, 61*49 per cent, in 
1888, 60-18 per cent, in 1887, and 60-25 per cent, in 1886. 
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The other prominent causes of death, in their relative order 
in 1890, were as follows : —

In Table 84 are presented the ratios of the most destructive 
causes of death, as compared with the total mortality in each 
county, in 1890. 

In all of the counties except Nantucket and Dukes, con- 
sumption was the most prominent cause, heart diseases taking 
the first place in Dukes County, and old age in Nantucket. 

Pneumonia was the second destructive cause in six counties. 
It also held the third place in three counties and the fourth in 
four. 

Old age was the first in the order of fatality in^ne county, 
the second in one, the third in two counties, the fourth in 
three, and the fifth in four counties. 

Heart diseases held the first place in one county, the second 
place in seven counties, the third place in five counties, and 
the fourth in one county. 

Cholera infantum held the third place in two counties, the 
fourth in four counties, and the fifth place in three counties. 

Cancer appeared in the fifth place in two counties, and 
diphtheria rose to the fourth place in one county (Hampshire) , 
and to the fifth in another county (Hampden). 
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In table 85 are presented the numbers of deaths from the 
most destructive causes, at the different periods of life, during 
1890. 

By this table it appears that consumption was the most 
destructive cause of death for all ages between 10 and 50 years. 
Cholera infantum was the most destructive cause among chil- 
dren under five, and diphtheria, for the next five years. 

Heart disease was the chief cause of death from 50 to 80 
years. 

Pneumonia held the second place as a prominent cause among 
children under five years, and for the periods between 30 and 
50 years, and 60 and 70 years. Heart diseases held the second 
position for all above 80. 

Typhoid fever held the second position for ages between 15 
and 20. Cephalitis held the second place for children between 
five and ten years. Diphtheria takes the second position for 
children between the ages of 10 and 15 years. Consumption 
has dropped from the third to the fourth position for ages 
between 60 and 70 years. Pneumonia was the third prominent 
cause for ages between 5 and 10, 15 and 20, 50 to 60, and 
from 70 to 80. 

While this table has a certain value for the purpose of com- 
paring the destructiveness of certain diseases at definite periods 
of life, it has but little significance for the purpose of compar- 
ing those periods with each other ; since, as will be seen by a 
later table, no account is taken of the number of persons living 
at those periods.

REGISTRATION REPORT. 



[1890. 



The foregoing tables present the statistics of mortality from 
certain specified causes for the year 1890, and also for a period 
of twenty-eight years (1863-1890). 

These tables present the number of deaths from each of ten 
diseases, by sex, by months and by ages, together with the 
percentages for each sex, each month and each age-period. To 
these tables another has been added in each year since 1887, in 
which the mortality at each age-period is compared with the 
number living at such period. The value of such a table in 
estimating the actual incidence of any one of the diseases 
presented in the table is more fully illustrated in the Forty- 
sixth Registration Report (1887), pages 363-305. 

The diseases grouped in these tables are small-pox, measles, 
scarlet-fever, diphtheria, croup, typhoid fever, dysentery, 
cholera infantum, consumption and pneumonia.

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Sniall'pox. — There was but one death from this disease dur- 
ing the year, and that occurred in Suffolk County, as compared 
with 6 deaths in 1889, 8 in 1888, 3 in 1887, and none in 
1886. 

Compared with the living population, the death-rate from 
this disease for the twenty years, 1851-1870, was TOG per 
10,000, and for the twenty years, 1871-1890, it was -63 per 
10,000, — a very decided reduction, notwithstanding the seri- 
ous epidemic of 1872, in which year occurred nearly one-half 
of the deaths reported from this disease for the second period 
in question. The percentage of deaths from this cause to 
deaths from all causes for the same periods was '56 of one per 
cent, for the former, and -32 of one per cent, for the latter 
period. 

The following are the average annual ratios of the deaths 
from this disease to the population at the different ages of life, 
the deaths at each age-period being compared with the persons 
living at the same period. 

These ratios present results similar to those of other countries 
in which vaccination is partially enforced. The large ratio of

Compared with the living population of 1890 it was -5 per 
10,000 ; that of 1881) being -8 ; that of 1888 being 11; that 
of 1887, 2-3 ; that of 1886, -6 ; and the average of the thirty 
years, 1*25 per 10,000.

The ratio of mortality from scarlet-fever, compared with the 
total mortality, was -45 per cent. It was scarcely one-sixth of 
the average rate of mortality from this disease for the past 
thirty years. Compared with the living population, the mor- 
tality-rate of scarlet-fever was -85 per 10,000.

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The mortality-rate from this disease for the early period of 
life was as follows : For children under 5 years of age, 6'56 
per 10,000 living at that age in 1890, and 32-97 per 10,000 
for the period of twenty-eight years, 1863-1890. For the age- 
period 5 to 10 years, it was 2-53 per 10,000 for the year 1890, 
and 12-66 for the twenty-eight-year period, 1863-1890. These 
ratios are very much less than those of the years previous to 
1889. 

The greatest mortality from scarlet-fever in 1890 was in the 
months of January, March and May, and the least in June, the 
deaths in the different months being as follows, successively : 
January, 24; February, 14; March, 24; April, 17; May, 
24; June, 8 ; July, 11; August, 13; September, 9; Octo- 
ber, 15 ; November, 17 ; December, 20.

Compared with the mortality from these combined causes in 
1889, there was an increase in Berkshire, Bristol and Hamp- 
shire, and a decrease in the remaining counties, except Barn- 
stable, in which there were but three deaths from these causes 
in each year.

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In table 99 are presented the death-rates from typhoid fever 
per 10,000 of the population, for the census years 1865-1890, 
by which it appears that in nearly all the counties there has 
been a steady diminution in the mortality from this disease. 
The uniformity of such decrease is especially noticeable in the 
most populous counties. 

Diftrrhoeal Diseases. — The number of deaths from this class 
of diseases was 345 more than that of 1889, and 588 more than 
the average of the ten years (1881-1890). The sum of this 
group of diseases was 9' 6 per cent, of the total mortality from 
all causes, as compared with 9-2 in 1889, 8-9 in 1888, 9-1 in 
1887, 9-0 in 1886, and 8-5 in 1885.

The table of ratios at different age-periods, herewith pre- 
sented, gives the relative incidence of this disease at the different 

ages correctly. 

By this table it appears that the 
greatest relative mortality, both for 
the whole period of twenty-eight 
years and for the year 1890, was at 
the extremes of infancy and old age. 
There was also in each instsince a 
decrease in the relative mortality, 
with considerable uniformity, from 
the youngest age-period to the period 
10-20 years, and then a progressive 
increase up to old age. The con- 
trast between the extremes of least and greatest incidence was 
not so great in the year 1890 as it was in the twenty-eight-year 
period (1863-1890).

Cholera Infantum. — The number of deaths from this disease 
in 1890 was 2,491, which was 335 greater than that of 1889, 
and greater than the average of the ten years (1881-1890). 
The death-rate per 10,000 of the entire living population was 
IM, as compared with 9-9 in 1889, 10-7 in 1888, 10-6 for 1887, 
9-77 for 1886, and 9-52 for 1885. It was less than the aver- 
age rate for the decennial period (1881-1890), and also greater 
than the ratio of any year since 1882. 

Comparing the two decades, 1871-1880 with 1881-1890, 
the average annual number of deaths in the former was 2,151, 
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and the rate per 10,000 of the living population, 13*02; and 
in the latter period the average annual number of deaths was 
2,080, and the mortality-rate 10-40. 

As compared with the population living under five years 
of age (census of 1885), the ratio of mortality from cholera 
infantum in 1890 was 139-7 per 10,000, while that of the 
whole period, 1863-1890, was less (114-6 per 10,000). 

Of the whole number of deaths from this cause in 1890, 767 
occurred in July, 1,058 in August, and 413 in September; or 
89-8 of the whole number, as compared with 83-8 per cent, for 
the same period in 1889. 

There were 1,336 deaths of males from this cause, and 1,155 
of females.

Connumption. — The number of deaths registered in 1890 
from this, the most prominent cause of death in the list of 
diseases, was 5,791, of which number 2,717 were of males 
and 3,074 females.

There was an increase in the mortality from consumption in 
Berkshire, Dukes, Essex, Hampden, Middlesex, Nantucket, 
Suffolk and Worcester counties in 1890, as compared with the 
deaths in 1889 from the same cause, and a decrease in the 



remaining counties. 
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In table 104 is given the ratio of the deaths from consump- 
tion to the total mortality for a period of ten years, for the 
State, and for each county ; by which it appears that in Berk- 
shire, Hampden, Middlesex, Nantucket, Suffolk and Worcester 
counties the percentage of mortality from consumption was 
gi'eater than that of 1889, while in all of the other counties it 
was less. In Suffolk County only did the percentage exceed 
14 per cent, of the total mortality. The lowest ratios were 
recorded in Dukes and Hampshire. The greatest decrease, as 
compared with the ratios of 188l», was found in Hampshire and 
Plymouth counties. 

In table 105 is presented the mortality at different periods 
of life from this disease, together with the total mortality from 
all causes for the same periods, for the purpose of c(miparison. 
In parallel columns are also given the ratios of mortality from 
the same cause to the pr>pulation living at each age-period for 
the period of twenty-eight years, 1863-1890, and also for the 
single year, 1890. By this table it appears that consumption 
was most fatal at the age 70 to 80 for the period 1863-90, the 
age 20 to 30 coming next in order ; while for the year 1800 it 
fell most severely upon the age-period 20-30, the following 
period, 30-40, coming next" in the order of fatality. The 
mortality at each period of life was less in 1890 than it w^as 
for the average of the whole period at the same ages, except the 
age-periods 5 to 10 and 10 to 15 years, the greatest diflerences 
appearing at the older age-periods from 50 years to old age. 

In the same table is also presented the mortality from the 
same disease for the two sexes for each age-period in 1890, 
together with the ratio of deaths at each age-period for each 
sex, to the population of each sex living at such period. From 
this it appears that the mortality was greater among females

Table 106 presents the mortality from consumption by months 
and quarters of the year for 1890. The greatest number of 
deaths from this disease occurred in the months of January, 
March and April, and the least in October and November. In 
a monthly average of 483 the variations for the maximum and 
minimum were 250 and 65 as compared with 50 and 48 in 
1889. 

Table 107 is introduced to show the comparative mortality 
from consumption to the living population in a period of twenty 
years, divided into two decades, by which it appears that the 
death-rate from consumption in 1890 was less than that of any 
previous year except 1889, and the avenige rate of the ten years 
(1881-1890) was 3-5 per 10,000 less than that of the previous 
ten years. 
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Pneumonia, — The number of deaths from pneumonia in 
1890 was 4,038, which indicates a ratio of 18-0 per 10,0C0 of 
the estimated living population, as compared with 15*8 in 1889, 
18-2 in 1888, 16-6 in 1887, 14-3 in 1886, and 17-8 in 1885. 

As compared with the total moilality, the deaths from pneu- 
monia in 1890 were 9-3 per cent.

In every county except Nantucket and Worcester the deaths 
fix)m this cause were more than those of 1889. The counties 
having the highest ratios to the total mortality were : Berk- 
shire, 11-24; Hampshire, 10*74; Hampden, 10*14, and Suf- 
folk, 10 07. Those having the h)west were : Nantucket, 1*25 ; 
Dukes, 6*31 ; Plymouth, 6-65, and Bristol, 7-73. With the 
exception of the smallest counties and Franklin County, these 
figures correspond quite closely to the averages of the same 
counties for the previous years, and show that the mortality 
from pneumonia is greater in the inland counties of the State 
than upon the sea-coast. 
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Mortality from Pneumonia at Different Ages. — The com-

Whooping-cough, — The deaths from this disease in 1890 
were 363, which was 53 more than those of 1889, and 118 
more than those of 1888. They were 60 more than the aver- 
age of the decennial period (1881-1890). 

There were no deaths from -whooping-cough in Dukes and 
Nantucket counties. 

The deaths from this cause in Berkshire, Hampshire and 
Essex counties were greater in number than those of the three 
years 1887, 1888 and 1889 combined, from the same cause. 
Those of Suffolk county were less than those of either of the 
four years 1886, 1887, 1888 or 1889. 

Influenza. — The present report would be incomplete with- 
out special mention of the unusual mortality from Influenza. 
The epidemic of the winter of 1889-90 made its first appear- 
ance in December, 1889, but did not affect the mortality of 
that month very seriously. It reached its climax in January, 
1890, and the deaths in that month, attributed in the Death 
certificates to Influenza, amounted to 266, or more than all the 
deaths from the same cause in the previous nine years of the 
ten-year period (1881-1890). 

The following statistics present the deaths attributed to 
Influenza by counties, by months, and by sex for the ten 
years, 1881-1890. 

The whole number of deaths from this cause in 1890 was 
411, which was 72-1 per cent, of the whole number of deaths 
attributed to Influenza in the ten-year period 1881-1890(570). 

Of the whole number, 260 or 45*6 per cent, were males and 
54*4 per cent, were females. 

The disastrous effect of this epidemic did not manifest itself 
alone in the increased mortality registered under the term 
Influenza. It showed itself in the increased total mortality, 
for the year, and especially for the month of January, and par- 
ticularly in the increase in the deaths from Pneumonia, Phthisis, 
Bronchitis and from Heart Diseases. 

A full report upon the epidemic of Influenza of 1890 with 
reference to its effect upon the population of Massachusetts, 
may be found in the 21st Annual Report of the State Board 
of Health.

Brain Diseases. — The number of deaths from the group of 
diseases which inchides apoplexy, paralysis, softening of the 
brain, insanity, cephalitis and other unspecified diseases of the 
brain in 1890 was 4,389, which was 76 greater than that of 
1889, 133 less than that of 1888, and also greater than that 
of any previous year, except 1888.

Of the number who died of apoplexy, 657 were males and 
644 were females ; 588 males and 647 females died of paralysis ; 
90 males and 98 females died of insanity ; 692 males and 625 
females died of cephalitis ; 60 males and 49 females died of 
softening of the brain; and 112 males and 127 females died 
of unspecified brain diseases. 

Of the whole number, 2,199 were males and 2,190 were 
females ; a difference of 9, as compared with 29 in 1889, 50 in 
1888, and 70 in 1887. 

From apoplexy and paralysis taken together there were 123 
deaths among persons under 30 years of age, 106 between the

In table 118 are presented the statistics relative to the gen- 
eral mortality from cancer for a period of twenty years, in two 
ten-year periods, together with the mortality per 10,000 of the 
living population. By this table it appears that there has been 
an increase, with considerable uniformity, from 3*3 per 10,000 
of the population in 1870 to 6-2 per 10,000 in 1890. 

In comparing the two decennial periods, it appears that the 
rate has increased from an average of 4'1 in the former to 5-7 
in the latter.

In table 119 are presented the deaths in each year since 1851 
ascribed to kidney diseases, and also in another column the 
deaths from dropsy. The apparent rapid increase of the 
former and the decrease of the latter have undoubtedly pro- 
duced an interchange of moilality-rates, the interpretation of 
which must be sought for in a better understanding of pathol- 
o*rv and of medical dia<niosis. 

The whole number of deaths reported as having been due to 
kidney diseases in 1890 was 1,303, which was 29-9 per 1,000 
of tlie total mortality, as compared with 30-9 in 1889, 31-3 in 
1888, 27-4 in 1887, and 30-5 in 1885. 

As compared with the living population, the mortality from 
this group of diseases was 5-82 per 10,000 ; while for 1889 it 
was 5-93; for 1888, 6-45; for 1887, 5-57; for 1886, 5-74; 
for 1885, 5-60 ; and for 1884, 5-23, per 10,000. 

There was also a marked decline in the deaths from dropsy, 
the whole number registered from this cause in 1890 being 
175, or 4*0 per 1,000 of the total mortality, as compared with 
161 or 3-8 in 1889, 204 or 4-8 in 1888, 212 or 5-2 in 1887, 
219 or 5-9 in 1886, and 244 or 6-4 in 1886. 

From the sum of these causes (kidney diseases and dropsy) 
the whole number was 1,448 in 1890, or 33-3 per 1,000 of tl\e 
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total moilality, as compared with 33-9 in 1889, 36-2 in 1888, 
32-7 in 1887, 36-4 in 1886, and 35-0 in 1885. 

In tables 120 and 121 are presented the numbers of deaths 
from kidney diseases in each county for a period of ten years, 
and the percentages of the same to the total mortality. There 
was an increase in these ratios, over those of 1889, in Bristol, 
Essex, Franklin, Hampden, Norfolk and Worcester. 

The slight difference in percentages for the whole State, as 
compared with those in table 119, is due to the fact that certain 
diseases, not properly classed with kidney diseases, were classed 
with kidney diseases in one table in earlier years, which do not 
appear in the other. The resulting error is but a slight one. 

Sex and Age, — Of the whole number of deaths from kidney 
diseases in 1890, 694, or 54-5 per cent., were males, and 579, 
or 45*5 per cent., were females, as compared with 54-3 and 
45-7 per cent, in 1889, 59-5 and 40-5 in 1888, 58-4 per cent, 
and 41'6 per cent, in 1887. 

In table 122 are presented the statistics relative to this class 
of diseases for the year 1890, by ages, and also for the decen- 
nial period (1881-1890). 

By this table, in which the mortality from kidney diseases at 
each period is compared with the population living at that 
period, it appears that the fatality diminishes slightly from the 
period of infancy to the age-period 10-15 years, and then in- 
creases to old age. At nearly all ages the death liability was 
greater for the year 1890 than it was for the ten-year period 
(1881-1890). 

In the report of 1887 a more complete table was presented, 
in which the death-rate from kidney diseases per 10,000 living 
at each age-period was given separately for each sex, by which 
it appeared that the difference in the mortality at different 
periods of life was greater among males than among females. 
At most age-periods the mortality of females from this cause 
was found to be less than that of males at the same periods, a 
slight exception occurring at the child-bearing age, 30-40, 
among females, at which age the death liability of the two 
sexes was as follows : — 

For males, ten years (1878-1887), . . . 3-99 per 10,000 
For females, ten years (1878-1887), . . . 4-05 per 10,000 
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The greatest diflerences were at the age 70-80 years, at

Alcoholism, — The number of deaths registered in 1890 as 
having been due to this cause, including delirium tremens, was 
151, as compared with 122 in 1889, 126 in 1888, 111 in 1887, 
108 in 1886, and 122 in 1885. It was also 28 more than the 
average of the ten years (1881-1890). 

The ratio as compared with the total mortality was 3*5 per 
1,000, that of each of the two years 1888 and 1889 being 2-9. 

The rate per 100,000 of the living population was 6-7, as 
compared with 5-6 in 1889, and 5-9 in 1888. 

Comparing the two decades, the ratio of the latter period 
(1«81-1890) was 3-13 per 1,000 of the total mortality, and 6-14 
per 100,000 of the living population, while the corresponding 
ratios of the former decade (1871-1880) were 2-78 and 5-49.

Of these 151 deaths from alcoholism, 123, or 81'4 per cent., 
were returned from the populous counties of Suffolk, Middle- 
sex, Essex and Bristol, having but 62-6 per cent, of the pop- 
ulation. 

Of the whole number of deaths from this cauae^ 104^ or 6&-& 
per cent., were meuj and 47, or 31*2 per cexit., N^«t^ ^o\»k^- 
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Such returns cannot in any sense be regarded as an index of 
the prevalence of intemperance, since there can be no doubt 
that the desire to spare the feelings of surviving relatives limits 
the statement as to this cause of death to those cases where no 
disguise is possible. 

The undue prominence of the cases reported in the more 
populous counties may be regarded as partly due to the public 
institutions existing in those counties. 

In the foregoing summary no reference is made to 254 
deaths by violence in 1890, which were reported by the Medical 
Examiners to have been caused either directly or indirectly by 
intemperance. These would swell the number to 405. 

Old Age. — This title has usually been entered in the noso- 
logical table of causes of death under the general class of 
developmental diseases. It is needless, however, to state that 
old age is neither a disease nor a cause of death, but simply a 
condition or period of life. The record of " death from old 
age" upon a certificate usually implies that the cause was either 
unknown or not specified. 

While 1,853 were recorded in 1890 as having died .of '* old 
age," the greater portion of whom were over 70 years of age, 
there were also 3,590 other persons who died of apoplexy, 
paralysis, heart disease, pneumonia, cancer, kidney diseases 
and violence, after reaching the age of 70 years, none of whom 
were included in the former number. 

A consideration of the deaths recorded under the group 
entitled *'old age" has greater significance when compared 
with the population than with the total mortality. (See 
table 124.)

1,084, or 58-5 per cent., were females, and 769, or 41-5 per 
cent., were males. 

Season of the Year, — The deaths of this group occurred as 
follows: January, 241; February, 158; March, 173; April, 
145; May, 131; June, 132; July, 132; August, 143; Sep- 
tember, 130; October, 153; November, 145; December, 170. 

The months having the greatest number of deaths of this 
class were January, March and December, and those having 
the least were May, June, July and September.. 

In table 124 are presented the deaths of this class by counties, 
by which it appears that the highest ratios of mortality occurred 
in Nantucket, Dukes, Barnstable, Plymouth and Fmnklin coun- 
ties, and the lowest in Suffolk, Hampden, Bristol, Essex and 
Middlesex. 

Heart Diseases. — In the registration report of last year 
(18i59) an analysis of the statistics of mortality due to heart 
diseases was presented, the figures being taken from the 
reports of the census years since and including 1850. The 
principal point worthy of notice was the rapid increase in the 
mortality from this cause, which was out of all proportion to 
the increase of the population. 

In addition to the causes which were presented as probable 
factors contributing to the increase, both real and apparent, it 
should also be stated that the indefinite term "heart failure" 
has in recent years become a popular name not only among 
laymen but among many physiciahs, as applied to many deaths, 
to which the term " causes unknown" or '* not specified" had 
previously been attached in certificates of deaths. 

The actual number of deaths from heart diseases had increased 
from 352 in 1850 to 2,227 in 1885 and 3,417 in 1890; while 
the ratio to the living population increased from 3-54 per 10,000 
in 1850 to 11-46 per 10,000 in 1885 and 15-26 in 1890: and 
the percentage of the total mortality from all causes increased 
from 2 12 in 1850 to 5-85 in 1885 and 7-85 in 1890. 

Sex. — The deaths from these causes were generally less 
among women than among men, and the ratios still less ; since 
the number of v^omen in each of the census yeats vjt\.«> covv'^x^^^ 
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ably greater than that of the men. In three of the census years 
— 1860, 1875 and 1890 — the actual numbers of deaths from 
this cause were greater among women than among men ; but 
in neither of these years did the ratios of such deaths exceed 
those of the men. 

Ages. — In table 126 is presented the death liability of each 
age-period to heart disease in each of the census years since 
1850; by which it appears that the death liability generally 
diminishes slightly from the period of infancy (0-5 years) to 
the period 10-15 years, after which it increases slowly up to 
the age-period 20-30, and after that with great rapidity to old 
age ; the increase after that period being nearly that of geo- 
metrical progression, especially in the years 1850 and 1890. 

The increase in the liability of each age-period from year to 
year also varies considerably, and is most marked in the older 
ages ; that of infancy being from 3*89 per 10,000 in 1850 to 
10-56 in 1890, that of the period 5-10 years from 1-27 to 2-86, 
that of the age 10-15 from -82 to 2-50, of 15-20 from -95 to 
3-90, of 20-30 from MO to 4-81, of 30-40 from 2-11 to 8-99, 
of 40-50 from 4-31 to 12-42, of 50-60 from 8-16 to 33-88, of 
60-70 from 16 67 to 65-70, of 70-80 from 32-22 to 145-91, and 
of all over 80 from 21-87 to 209-03. 

In England the ratio of mortality from the same causes is 
still larger, but the increase has been very much less. 

The deaths in England from diseases of the circulatory 
organs (a group in which heart diseases constitute at least 
nine-tenths of the whole number) were, in the decade 1851-60, 
11-80 per 10,000 among men and 13-10 among women. In 
the decade 1861-70 they were 13-10 among men and 13-80 
among women. In the decade 1871-80 they were 13 10 
among men and 13-00 per 10,000 among women. In the 
year 1888 they had increased in England to 16-40 per 10,000.

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The foregoing summary observations relate mainly to those 
diseases which have had the most destructive effect upon the 
population, including the principal diseases of the infectious 
or so-called ''zymotic" class. There are, however, certain 
other diseases included within the same general class, which 
are worthy of special comment, although they have but little 
influence upon the death-rate. 

The number of persons recorded as having died of cholera in 
1890 was 88. These cases must necessarily be regarded as 
deaths from Cholera morbus^ since Asiatic cholera has not 
appeared in Massachusetts since 1866. 

Malarial J^evers. — From ague and remittent fever there 
were reported, in 1890, 60 deaths; of which number 28, or 
46*7 per cent., occurred in the five w^estern counties, having 
but 26 per cent, of the population. Of these, 12 occurred in 
Hampden County, 4 in Hampshire, 1 in Franklin, 7 in Worces- 
ter, and 4 in Berkshire. There were also 4 in Barnstable, 5 in 
Essex, 8 in Middlesex, 7 in Bristol, and 6 in Suffolk counties. 

The numbers in other recent years, in the State, were as 
follows: In 1889, 77; in 1888, 34; in 1887, 46; in 1886, 32; 
in 1885, 56 ; in 1884, 31 ; in 1883, 75 ; in 1882, 42 ; and in 
1881, 29. Total in 10 years, 405. 

Syphilis. — From this disease there were reported 67 deaths 
in 1890; of which number 57, or 85-1 percent., occurred in 
Suffolk and Middlesex counties. 

Hydrophobia. — Seventeen deaths were reported from this 
disease : Three occurred in Bristol County, 2 in Essex, 2 in 
Norfolk, 7 in Middlesex, and 3 in Suffolk counties. 

Glanders. — There were no deaths from glanders in 1890. 

Anthrax or Malignant Pustule. — Two deaths were reported 
from this cause during the year. Both occurred in Norfolk 
County. 
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In table 127 are presented the statistics of mortality from 
diarrhoeal diseases (dysentery, diarrhoea, cholera infantum and 
cholera morbus), for the three months of July, August and 
September, for a period of ten years (1881-1890). A brief 
meteorological summary is also appended for the same period. 

The mortality-rate from these diseases, during the third 
quarter of 1890, was less than that of 1889, but greater than 
that of any previous year since 1882. 

The mean temperature of these months was 66*2, which was 
less than that of 1889. 

The mean barometer of the same months was 30*04, which 
was the same as that of 1889, and also greater than that of 
either of the previous years of the decade. 

The mean humidity was less than that of 1889. 

The rainfall was less than that of either 1888 or 1889, but 
greater than that of 1887. 

In tables 128 and 129 is presented a meteorological sum- 
mary of the year 1890, together with the mean monthly tem- 
perature for a period of ten years (1881-1890). 
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STATISTICS X)F CITIES. 



During the period of nearly fifty years since the beginning 
of Registration in Massachusetts, the increase of the urban as 
compared with the rural population of the State has been 
steady and rapid. In 1842, the first year of Registration, the 
population of towns having more than 10,000 inhabitants (of 
which there were six only) was about 180,000, or 24 per cent, 
of the total population; while in 1890 the population of the 28 
cities was 1,372,297, or 61 '3 per cent, of the total population. 
In consequence of this increasing prominence of the urban 
population, it is proper that the statistics of cities should 
receive special attention in these reports. Hence the tables 
presenting the birth, marriage and death rates of the cities, 
which have hitherto been published separately, are combined 
in the present report in a single table. To these it may be 
found desirable in future reports to add the statistics of the 
principal infectious diseases or causes of death, as an index of 
the sanitary condition of the urban population of the State.

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THE RETURNS OF MEDICAL EXAJVIINERS. 



The following summary is presented in compliance with the 
requirements of Chapter 379 of the Acts of 1885, that the 
Secretary *' shall prepare or cause to be prepared from such 
returns, such tabular results as will render them of practical 
utility," and that these shall annually be reported "to the 
General Court, in connection with the report of the registry 
and return of births, marriages and deaths." 

The ** practical utility" of these tabulated results consists 
not only in the publication for the benefit of the people of the 
State of the results of the operation of a law, which wrought 
a radical change in the old methods of medico-legal inquiry, 
but also in its effect upon other States. Within the few years 
since its enactment a widespread interest has grown up in 
other States, in some of which similar, though less radical 
changes, have been made. 

During the year 1890 the number of medical examiners has 
continued the same as in the previous year. In the seventy- 
two districts there were seventy-three medical examiners. The 
third district of Dukes County still remained vacant. 

The number of deaths investigated by the medical examiners 
during the year was 1,773. These deaths resulted from sudden, 
suspicious, unknown and violent causes. This number was 
greater by 119 than the deaths reported in 1889 from the 
same causes by the medical examiners. Of this number 
1,303 or 73*5 per cent, were males and 449 or 25-3 per cent, 
were females, and the sex of 21 was not specified in the 
returns.

Homicide. — The number of deaths from homicide was 35, 
or 1*97 per cent, of the whole number investigated during the 
year, as compared with 51, or 3-08 per cent, in 1889, 3*15 per 
cent, in 1888 and 3-34 per cent, in 1887. 

Of the whole number 4 were by infanticide, 3 by abortion, 
9 by fire-arms, 3 by stabbing, and 16 by other methods. 

Suicide. — The number of deaths from suicide reported by 
the medical examiners in 1890 was 196, or 11*06 per cent, of 
the whole number of cases investigated as compared with 199, 
or 12-03 per cent, in 1889, 11-5 per cent, in 1888 and 11*1 
per cent, in 1887. 

Metliods, — Of the whole number of suicides, 45 were com- 
mitted by fire-arms, 23 by cutting the throat, or stabbing, 30 
by drowning, 45 by hanging, 48 by taking poison, and 5 by 
other methods. 

Of the 48 suicides by poisoning, 17 were by arsenic in some 
of its forms,* 19 by opium or some of its preparations and 12 
by other poisons. 

Sex. — Of the 196 deaths reported as suicides, 156, or 79-6 
per cent, were males, and 40, or 20-4 per cent, were females, 
as compared with 78-9 and 21-1 per cent, respectively in 1889. 

Of the 68 suicides by shooting and throat-cutting all except 
3 were males. Of the 30 by drowning 20 were males, and of 
the 45 by hanging 35 were males. Of the 48 by poisoning, 
34 were males. 
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Three persons committed suicide by leaping from a height 
and one by inhaling illuminating gas. 

The following tables present the statistics of suicide in Mas* 
sachusetts fdr a series of 20 years in two ten-year periods, 
(1871-80 and 1881-90.) The ratios to the total mortality 
in each county are also presented for these periods. 
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By these statistics it appears that there was a slight inoroaat^ 
in the ratio of deaths from this cause in the latter [H>riiHl, aa 
compared with the former, not only in the State as a whoK\ 
but also in nearly every county, the exceptions lieing DukoUt 
Middlesex, Plymouth and Worcester counties, in each of which 
there was a decrease. 

The mortality from suicide in the different counties for the

Intemperance. — Of the deaths which were reported by the 
medical examiners as being due either directly or indirectly to 
the use of intoxicating drinks, 3 were cases of homicide, 33 
were cases of suicide, 95 were accidental deaths, and 123 were 
from natural or ill-defined causes. 

Of the deaths by suicide reported as due to intemperance, 
6 were by drowning, 10 by poison, 4 by cutting the throat and 
13 by other modes. Of the deaths by accident 14 were by 
drowning, 27 by falls and blows, 28 by railroad accidents, 6 
by poison, and 20 by other methods. 

There was an increase in the number of deaths of infants, 
caused by overlaying, and accidental smothering in bed by 
drunken parents. 

The total of these cases reported as due either directly or 
indirectly to intemperance was 254. 

Expenses of Medical Examination for 1890. 

The total expenses of the medical examinations for the year 
1890, including the cost of registration, was $20,710.63. The 
average cost of each of the 1,773 medical examinations was 
$11.68. In Bristol, Essex, Hampden, Hampshire and Middle- 
sex, the expense was greater, and in the remaining counties it 
was less, than that of the previous year. 

The expenses of the four years 1885-1890 were as fol-

In the following itemized table are presented the expenses 
of conducting the medical examinations in each county and for 
the whole State, for the year 1890. 
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Among the deaths from violence which are especially worthy 
of note as recorded in the returns of the medical examiners 
foi- 1890, are the following groups of cASes : — 

The drowning of eight persons on May 25 by the upsetting 
of a boat in Watuppa Lake, Fall River. 

The deaths of seven persons at South Lawrence, on the 26th 
of July, from injuries received in the toniado which swept 
through that city on that day. 

Twenty-three persons Inst their lives by a railroad accident 
which occurred upon the Old Colony Railroad at Quincy in 
August. 

Twelve deaths of Italians occurred in a burning building on 
North Street in Boston, on February 2. 

Another feature of public interest in the present report is 
the increase of deaths from illuminating-gas poisoning which 
has very quickly followed the introduction of water-gas. The 
Dumber of these deaths, eleven in all in 18SI0, was greater than 
the whole number of deaths from the same cause which hud 
occurrttd in Massachusetts for the entire period of fifty years 
previous to the introduction of this dangoraus agent. 

Illustrative Cases. 
D,'iitliJ> from Eti-ctricUij. 

Male, aged forty-two. Nov. 10. 1890. View M 6.30 p.m. Was at work 
on the electrlc-ilgbt wires, alter tbe current had been turued on, anil care- 
lessly took hold of an exposed wire. Death wns iastantaneoiis. 

Two males, aged seventeen and twenty. Wiiichemioii, September 26. 
View at H P.M. These young men were returning from a drive. They saw 
a guy wire on the ground, and picked It up. The wire had come la contact 
with a live wire of an electric light, and both men were killed instantly. 
Hands were much burned, otherwise the bodies presented h Dormal appear-

Male, ajged sixty-one. January 6, 11.06 a.m. A very Intemperate man

at a hotel, between 11 and 12 p.m., November 26. At 2 p.m., Noveui- 
I brr 27, odor of gits In hallway drew attention to their room. Door (locked 
on inside) was forced ; room found full of gas, stop-cock of gas fixture turned 
on "full." He was dead, lying In a perfectly natural position on his side. 
He had vomited. His face and neck showed Uvidlty. Large bright-red 
pUcbea ou akin of chest and abdomen. The woman, who viiia ^ti >»A. '■N\'<b 
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him, was unconscious. The man had been drinking through the previous 
day, November 26. 

Female. April 14. Death by illnmlnatlng gas. Room had two windows 
and a door, tightly closed. There was evidence that the deceased had taken 
chloroform, and both gas burners were open. It was withoat doubt a case 
of suicide. 

Male, aged seven. Fatally suffocated by illuminating gas, in a tenement- 
house, November 21. The boy was boarding with a woman, and both were 
found asphyxiated. The boy died, and the woman recovered. Stop-cock 
open, and turned easily. Circumstances tended to show that the gas had 
been turned on intentionally. 

Female, aged twenty-one. View November 28, at 2 p.m. This woman was 
removed to the City Hospital, where she died at 8 a.m., November 28, after 
inhaling much oxygen without material effect. The coma continued through- 
out. Autopsy : Dull blue (not red) livid stains of dependent parts. Blood in 
heart clotted; its color was slightly more florid than usual. Both lower 
lobes were solidified in lirst stage of pneumonia. Upper lobes crepitant, and 
showing cherry-red color in limited areas. Bronchial mucous membrane 
red, with blood-stained mucus upon it. No odor of gas. Abdominal organs 
normal. Pelvic organs much congested. Salpingitis. 

Male, aged twenty-three. View December 3, at 4.36 p.m. He was found 
dead in bed at 11.30 a.m., December 3. The room was filled with gas, the 
door was shut, and there was no ventilation. It appeared that in the dark, 
early that morning, on returning ftom a party, he had tried to acj^ust a defec- 
tive rubber tube upon the gas-fixture for the purpose of warming his room by 
a gas-stove. He had turned on the gas full, had lighted it at the stove, and 
had gone to bed. The tube had slipped off and the escaping gas had fl&tally 
poisoned him. His skin had a dusky look. The countenance was natural, 
displaying no distress. 

M., aged twenty-seven. View August 10, at 11 a.m. This man had been 
visiting in Boston and its vicinity for a week. He had not drunk to excess. 
He was found dead in his room with the gas turned on, and all the windows 
and transoms shut. He had no money. The autopsy showed pink, fluid 
blood, pink muscles, and congestion of the lungs. 

Male, aged thirty -flve. View December 23, at 11 a.m. This man was a 
drummer, — a periodic drinker. Came to a hotel in Boston a week ago, and 
was drunk all the time since. He was found dead in his room, lying across 
the bed, with the room full of gas, and the bracket broken off close to the 
wall. He probably grasped it as he was reeling about, and broke it. 

B., male, aged nineteen. View at 11.30 a.m., October 2. Arrived in 
Boston, October 1, and registered with a friend at a hotel. They are said 
to have blown the gas out. This morning B. was found dead on his bed, and 
his friend was carried insensible to the hospital. The latter recovered, and 
claims that the gas was not blown out, but that the fixture was out of order. 
The stop-cock was turned too far. Both men were fipom the British Provinces. 

Two persons, a mother and daughter, aged forty-one and eight years, were 
found dead in bed in Worcester on the morning of May 16. View was made 
by the medical examiner at 11.30 a.m., on that day, and a return made of 
asphyxia by illuminating gas in each case. The room in this case had three 
windows, all of which were closed, and contained about three thousand cubic 
eet of air space. One gas burner was found open. It Is not certain whether 
another was open or shut. 
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Among the suicides by poisoning in which the poison was 
not sj^ecified in the general summary, were one by strychnine, 
one by inhalation of chlorofonn, one by oil of checkerberry, 
one by powder of cantha rides, one by wood alcohol, and one 
by a mixture of laudanum, aconite and chloroform. 

The following case of suicide by Paris green, with record or 
autopsy, is worthy of note : — 

Female, aged thirty-nine. View at 2.66 a.m., March 14, 1890. Autopsy 
at 10.10 A.M. same day. This woman, intemperate, was found sick in bed 
by her husband on his return from work at night. He supposed she was 
intoxicated, and left her without aid till 11 p.m., when she called for water. 
He gave her some water, and left her. Soon he heard his wife moaning, and, 
going to her, found her unconscious and in convulsions. He ran out for help, 
secured a physician, who, on seeing the woman, said she was poisoned and 
dead. He informed the police, who arrested the husband on suspicion of 
homicide. Autopsy : Nothing noteworthy externally. Heart showed well- 
defined subendocardial ecchymoses, and its muscle was pale yellow and 
friable. Lungs and bronchi normal. When oesophagus was divided, a large 
clomp of bright-green material escaped from the opening, and gave a key to 
the cause of death. Much of the same green pigment was found in the 
stomach and intestines. The gastric mucosa was pale, swollen, sodden, and 
very soft; In it were numerous dull, brownish-red dots; no erosions or 
bright-red ecchymoses. Mucous membrane of jejunum and duodenum was 
unaltered ; that of lower ileum was of a dull, diffused pink color. Colon and 
rectum nearly normal. Kidneys showed very pale cortex, and red medulla. 
Liver slightly enlarged, yellowish red, with circumscribed areas of brighter 
yellow. Pelvic organs and brain not abnormal. It transpired after the 
autopsy that the woman had bought two ounces of Paris green from a drug- 
gist early on the day of her death, and had subsequently been found vomiting, 
very thirsty, and with severe abdominal pain. The fact of suicide was not 
determined before the autopsy, nor was any motive for it ascertained. The 
medical examiner returned the death as one of suicide by Paris green. 

In one case in which a suicide was reported from taking 
laudanum, it was also reported by the medical examiner that 
**the law in regard to the sale of poisons was not complied 
with by the person who sold this poison." 

The two following cases illustrate the need of restrictions 
for the purpose of limiting the so-called processes of embalm- 
ing:— 

C. S. G., aged forty. View and autopsy at 10 a.m., May 24. A woman 
was taken suddenly ill on the evening of May 23, and died in less than three 
hours; ber symptoms were those of poisoning. Autopsy: All the internal 
organs with the exception of the stomach appeared to be healthy. This 
organ contained aboat one pint of a dark fluid, with some ^atticAft^ q1 xsaaX. 
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fibre at the ftindus of the stomach. The coats were highly congested, and of 
a mahogany color, thickened, and of a corrugated appearance. The stomach 
and contents were given to a chemist for analysis. His report was as foUoyrs : 
** The appearance of the stomach was undoubtedly due to some corrosive 
poison, but it unfortunately turned out that the undertaker had poured down 
into the stomach embalming fluid an hour before the autopsy, which pre- 
cluded finding arsenic or mercury, administered before death, as the fluid 
contained these poisons. The action of embalming fluid could not have pro- 
duced the appearances found in the stomach, because no change in the tissues, 
except putrefaction, takes place after death, and the stomach had not shown 
the least sign of putrefaction." 

Female, aged twenty-three. View and autopsy April 8, at 11 a.m. Body 
well nourished; no external marks of violence except a small punctured 
wound two inches below and to the right of the umbilicus (made by under- 
taker). No signs of any erosions about the mouth. Section: Vessels of 
intestine and mesentery injected; right side of heart distended with dark, 
fluid blood; kidneys and liver injected; duodenum, mucous membrane red in 
spots ; the remainder of the intestinal tract normal in appearance. Valves 
and cavities of the heart normal; lungs heavy, and fllled with dark, fluid 
blood. The (Bsophagus and duodenum were llgated, and the stomach care- 
fully removed. The organ was opened over a perfectly clean glass jar, and 
all of the contents saved and sealed. The mucous membrane of the stomach 
was markedly injected, and was dotted over with minute white particles. 
The organ was placed in a clean glass jar, and sealed. The other organs of 
the body were normal in appearance, with the exception of the brain, the 
vessels of which were fllled with dark, fluid blood. A portion of the liver, 
the kidneys, the stomach and its contents, and the brain, were delivered to a 
chemist for chemical examination. He found fragments of crystals of white 
arsenic and '* a relatively large amount of arsenic in the form of arsenlous 
acid." The husband of the woman got up early and prepared the breakfast. 

Mrs. and a child drank cofi*ee and ate steak which he had prepared ; both 

were taken sick, and Mrs. died after about two and a half hours of sick- 
ness. The husband had the body *' embalmed *' within an honr after death. 
The chemist found a large quantity of arsenic and some compound of mercury 
in all the organs, but in the contents of the stomach bnly about two ounces of 
arsenic alone was found. Arsenic was also found in the pan in which the meat 
had been cooked. At the inquest the undertaker swore that he poured a 
pint of fluid into the mouth and nostrils of the body. The husband was dis- 
charged. The result was wholly due to the so-called ** embalming.** 
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LAWS CONCERNING THE REGISTRATION OF 
BIRTHS, MARRIAGES AND DEATHS. 

[Pnbllc Statutes — Chapter 32.] 

OF THE REGISTRY AND RETURN OF BIRTHS, MARRIAGES 

AND DEATHS. 

Section 1 . The clerk of eacli city and town shall receive or ob- 
tain, and record and index, the following facts concerning the births, 
marriages and deaths therein, separately numbering and recording 
the same in the order in which he receives them, designating in sep- 
arate columns as follows : — 

In the record of births, the date of birth, the place of birth, the 
name of the child, (if it has any,) the sex and color of the child, 
the names and the places of birtli of the parcuts, the occupation of 
the father, the residence of the parents, and the date of the record. 

In the record of marriages, the date of the marriage, the place of 
marriage, the name, residence, and official station of the person by 
whom married, the names and the places of birth of the parties, the 
residence of each, the age and color of each, the condition of each, 
(whether single or widowed,) the occupation, the names of the parents, 
and the date of the record. [Amended 1887, 202, § 5. 

In the record of deaths, the date of the death, the name of the 
deceased, the sex, the color, the condition, (whether single, widowed, 
or married,) the age, the residence, the occupation, the place of 
death, the place of birth, the names and places of birth of the parents, 
the disease or caase of death, the place of burial, and the date of the 
record. [Amended 1890, 402.] 

Sect. 2. Parents shall give notice to the clerk of their city or 
town of the births and deaths of their children ; every householder 
shall give like notice of every birth and death happening in his 
hoase ; the eldest person next of kin shall give such notice of the 
death of his kindred ; the keeper of a workhouse, house of correc- 
tion, prison, hospital, or almshouse, except the state almshouse, and 
the master or either commanding officer of a ship, shall give like no- 
tice of every birth and death happening among the persons under 
his charge. Whoever neglects to give such notice for the space of 
six months after a birth or death shall forfeit a sum not exceeding 
five dollars. [Amended 1888, 63 ; 1888, 306, § 1.] 

Sect. 3. A physician who has attended a person during his last 
illness shall, when requested within fifteen days after the decease of 
sach person, forthwith furnish for registration a certificate of the 
duration of the last sickness, the disease of which the person died, 

NoTB. — Additional and amendatorj laws referred to in brackets will be foand apoo 
Mooeeding pages. 
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and the date of his decease as nearly as he can state the same. If a 
physician refuses or neglects to make such certificate, he shall forfeit 
ten dollars to the use of the town in which he resides. [Amended 

1887, 202, § 2.] 

Sect. 4. Every sexton, undertaker, or other person having chaise 
of a burial-ground, and every undertaker or superintendent of barials 
having charge of the funeral rites preliminary to the interment of a 
human body, shall forthwith obtain and return to the clerk of the 
city or town in which the deceased resided, or the death occurred, 
the facts required by this chapter to be recorded by said officer con- 
cerning the deceased, and the person making such return shall receive 
from his city or town the fee of twenty-five cents therefor. [Amended 

1888, 306, § 2.] 

Sect. 5. No human body shall be buried or removed from any 
city or town until a proper certificate has been given by the clerk or 
registrar to the undertaker, sexton, or other person performing the 
burial or removing the body. Such certificate shall state that the 
facts required by this chapter have been returned and recorded ; and 
no clerk or registrar shall give such certificate or burial permit until 
the cert ideate of the cause of death has been obtained from the phy- 
jsician, if any, in attendance at the last sickness of the deceased, and 
iplaced in the hands of said clerk or registrar ; and in cities and towns 
where there are boards of health, the certificate of the cause of death 
shall also be approved by such board before a permit to bury is given 
by the registrar or clerk. Upon application, the chairman of the 
board of health, or any physician employed by any city or town for 
such purpose^ shall sign the certificate of the cause of death to the 
best of his knowledge and belief, if there has been no physician in 
attendance. He shall also sign such certificate, upon application, in 
case of death by dangerous contagious disease, or in any other event 
when the certificate of the attending physician cannot for good and 
sufficient reasons be early enough obtained. In case of death by 
violence, the medical examiner attending shall furnish the requisite 
medical certificate. Any person violating the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be punished by fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 

Sect. 6. The boards of health of towns and the mayor and alder- 
men of cities shall, on or before the first day of July in each year, 
license a suitable number of undertakers to take charge of the funeral 
rites preliminary to the interment of a human body. 

Sect. 7. Physicians and mid wives shall on or before the fifth day 
of each month report to the clerk of each city and town, except 
Boston, a correct list of all children born therein during the month 
next preceding at the birth of which they were present, stating the 
place and date of each birth, and the parents' names. [Amended 
1883, 158; 1889, 288.] 

Sect. 8. The clerk gf each city and town shall give public notice 
that he is prepared to furnish, to all physicians and midwives apply- 
ing therefor, blanks for returns under the preceding section. 

Sect. 9. Any physician or midwife neglecting to report such list 
for ten days after it is due shall for each offence forfeit a sum not 
exceeding twenty dollars. 

Sect. 10. The clerk of each city and town shall annaally, on or 
before the first day of March, tr&tism\\. to t\i^ secretary of the com* 
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mon wealth certified copies of the records of the births, marriages, 
and deaths which have occurred therein during the year ending on 
the last day of the preceding December. 

Sect. 1 1 . The record of the town clerk relative to a birth, mar- 
riage, or death, shall be prima facie evidence, in legal proceedings, 
of the facts recorded. A ccrtiflcate, signed by the town clerk for the 
time being, shall be admissible as evidence of such record. 

Sect. 12. The clerk of each city and town, (except in such cities 
and towns as choose a registrar, in which cases the provisions of this 
section shall apply to the registrar,) for receiving or obtaining, re- 
cording, indexing, and returning the facts relating to marriages, 
births, and deaths occurring therein, shall be entitled to receive from 
the city or town for each marriage, fifteen cents ; for each birth, fifty 
cents ; for each death returned to him by the persons specified in sec- 
tions two, three, and four, twenty cents fpr each of the first twenty 
entries, and ten cents for each subsequent entry ; for each death not 
BO returned, but by him obtained and recorded, thirty-five cents, as 
the same shall be certified by the secretary of the commonwealth ; but 
a city or town containing more than ten thousand inhabitants may 
limit the aggregate compensation allowed to their clerk or registrar. 
He shall forfeit not less than twenty nor more than one hundred 
dollars for each refusal or neglect to perform any duty required of 
him by sections one, two, three, four, ten, twelve, fourteen, sixteen, 
and eighteen. 

Sect. 13. The superintendent of the state almshouse shall obtain, 
record, and make return of the facts in relation to the births and deaths 
which occur in his institution, in like manner as is required of town 
clerks. The clerk of a town in which such almshouse is located shall, 
in relation to the births and deaths of persons in said almshouse, be 
exempt from the duties otherwise required of him by this chapter. 

Sect. 14. The secretary shall at the expense of the commonwealth 
prepare and furnish to tbe clerks of the several cities and towns, and 
to the superintendent of tbe state almshouse, blank books of suit- 
able-quality and size to be used as books of record under this chapter, 
blank books for indexes thereto, and blank forms for returns, on paper 
of uniform size ; and shall accompany the same with such instruc- 
tions and explanations as may be necessary and useful. City and 
town clerks shall make such distribution of blank forms of returns 
furnished by the secretary as he shall direct. 

Sect. 16. The secretary shall cause the returns received by him 
for each year to be bound together in one or more volumes with 
indexes thereto. He shall prepare from the returns such tabular 
results as will render them of practical utility, make repoi*t thereof 
annually to the general court, and do all other acts necessary to carry 
into effect the provisions of this chapter. 

Sect. 16. A city or town containing more than ten thousand 
inhabitants may choose a person other than the clerk to be registrar, 
who shall be sworn, and to whom all the provisions of this chapter 
concerning clerks shall apply. The returns and notices required to 
be made and given to clerks shall be made and given to such registrar 
under like penalties. 
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Sect. 17. The secretary of the commonwealth shall prosecute, hy 
an action of tort in the name of the commonwealth, for the recovery 
of any penalty or forfeiture imposed by sections two, three, twelve, 
sixteen, and eighteen.

or the selectmen of the town where the death occurred, a certificate, 
stating the cause of death, and that said body has been prepared in 
the manner set forth in this section, which certificate shall be deliv- 
ered to the agent or person who receives the body.

Section 1. Section three of chapter thirty-two of the Public 
Statutes, requiring attending physicians to furnish for registration 
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certain facts relating to deceased persons, is amended so as to read 
as follows: — Section 8. A physician who has attended a person 
daring his last illness shall, when requested, foilhwith furnish for 
registration, a certificate stating, to the best of his knowledge and 
belief, the name of the deceased, his age, the disease of which he 
died, the duration of his last sickness, and the date of his decease. 
If a physician neglects or refuses to make a certificate as aforesaid, 
he shall be punished by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Sect. 2. Section five of said chapter, prohibiting the burial or 
remoyal of a human body until a proper certificate is furnished, is 
amended so as to read as follows : — Section 5.

request of said board, agent or clerk, make such certificate as is 
required of the attending physician \ and in case of death by violence 
the medical examiner shall, if requested, make the same.

CERTAIN MARRIAGES PROHIBITBD. 

Section 1. No man shall marry his mother, grandmother, daugh- 
ter, granddaughter, step-mother, sister, grandfather's wife, son's 
wife, grandson's wife, wife's mother, wife's grandmother, wife's 
daughter, wife's granddaughter, brother's daughter, sister's daugh- 
ter, father's sister, or mother's sister. 

Sect. 2. No woman shall marry her father, grandfather, son, 
grandson, step-father, brother, grandmother's husband, daughter's 
husband, granddaughter's husband, husband's father, husband's 
grandfather, husband's son, husband's grandson, brother's eon, 
sister's son, father's brother, or mother's brother. 

Sect. 3. In all cases in which the relationship mentioned in the 
two preceding sections is founded on marriage, the prohibition shall 
continue notwithstanding the dissolution by death or divorce of the 
marriage on which such relationship is founded, unless the divorce is 
for a cause which shows such marriage to have been originally unlaw- 
ful or void. 

Sect. 4. All marriages contracted while either of the parties has 
a former wife or husband living, except as is provided in chapter 
one hundred and forty-six, shall be void. 

Sect. 5. No insane person or idiot shall be capable of contract- 
ing marriage. 

Sect. 6. No magistrate or minister shall solemnize a marriage, 
when he has reasonable cause to suppose the male to be under the 
age of twenty-one years or the female to be under the age of eigh- 
teen years, except with the consent of the parent or guardian having 
the custody of the minor, if there is any such parent or guardian ui 
the commonwealth competent to act. 
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Sect. 7. Every marriage, solemnized within this commonwealth, 
which is prohibited uii ticcouiil ut' consanguinity or affinity between 
the parties, or on account of either of them having a former wife or 
husband living, or when cither party was insane or an idiot, shall be 
void without a decree of divorce or other legal process. 

Sect. 8. Every marriage solemnized when either party was under 
the age of consent shall be similarly void, if the parties separate 
during such nonage, and do not afterwards cohabit. 

Sect. 9. The validity of a mari'iage shall not be questioned in 
the trial of a collateral issue on account of the insanity or idiocy of 
either party, but such question shall only be raised in a process in* 
stituted to test such validity in the lifetime of both parties. 

Sect. 10. When persons resident in this commonwealth, in order 
to evade any of the provisions of the first five sections of this chap- 
ter, and with an intention of returning to reside in this common- 
wealth, go into another state or country and there have their mar- 
riage solemnized, and afterwards return and reside here, the marriage 
shall be deemed void in this commonwealth. 

Sect. 11. When the validity of a marriage is doubted, either 
party may file a libel for annulling such marriage, or, when the valid- 
ity of a marriage is denied or doubted by either party, the other 
party may file a libel for affirming the same. Such libel shall be 
filed in the same manner as a libel for divorce, and all the provis- 
ions of chapter one hundred and forty-six relative to libels for di- 
vorce, and section twenty- four of said chapter relative to the powers 
of the court in relation thereto, shall, so far as applicable, apply to 
libels under this section. Upon proof of the nullity or validity of 
the marriage, it shall be declared void or affirmed by a decree of the 
court, and such decree of nullity may be made notwithstanding the 
marriage was solemnized out of the commonwealth, if the libellant 
had his domicil in the commonwealth when the marriage was solem- 
nized and also when the libel was filed, and such decree affirming a 
marriage shall be conclusive uiK>n all persons concerned. 

LEOmMACT, CABE, ETC., OF ISSUE OF VOID MARRIAGES. 

Sect. 12. The issue of a marriage declared void on account of 
consanguinity or affinity between the parties shall be deemed to be 
Ulegitimate. 

Sect. 13. The issue of a marriage declared void on account of 
the nonage, insanity, or idiocy of either party shall be deemed to be 
the legitimate issue of the parent who was capable of contracting 
the marriage. 

Sect. 14. When a marriage is declared void on account of a prior 
marriage of either party, and it appears that the second marriage 
was contracted in good faith and with the full belief of the parties 
that the former husband or wife was dead, that fact shall be stated 
in the decree, and the issue of the second marriage, born or begotten 
before the commencement of the suit, shall be deemed to he the legiti- 
mate issue of the parent capable of contracting the marriage. 
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Sect. 15. Upon or after a decree of nullity the court shall have 
similar power to make orders conceroing the care, custody and main- 
tenance of the minor children of the parties as upon a decree of 
diyorco. 

NOnCB OF IMTBNTIOH OF MARRIAGE. 

Scot. 16. Persons intending to be Joined in marriage in this 
commonw.^alth shall before their marriage cause notice of their in- 
tention to be entered in the office of the clerk or registrar of the 
city or town in which they respectively dwell, or, if they do not 
dwell within the commonwealth, in the office of the clerk or registrar 
of the city or town in which they propose to have the marriage sol- 
emnized. If there is no such clerk or registrar in the place of their 
residence, the entry shall be made in an adjoining city or town. 

Sect. 17. The clerk or registrar shall deliver to the parties a cer- 
tificate under his hand, specifying the time when notice of the inten- 
tion of marriage was entered with him, together with all facts in 
relation to the marriage which are required by law to be ascertained 
and recorded, except those respecting the person by whom the mar- 
riage is to be solemnized. . Such certificate shall be delivered to the 
minister or magistrate before whom the marriage is to be contracted, 
before he proceeds to solemnize the same. 

Sect. 18. If a clerk or registrar issues such certificate to a male 
under the age of twenty-one years, or to a female under the age of 
eighteen years, when he has reasonable cause to suppose the person 
to be under such age, except upon the application or cousent in writ- 
ing of the parent, master, or guardian of such person, he shall for- 
feit a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars; but if there is no 
parent, master, or guardian in this commonwealth competent to act, 
a certificate may be issued without such application or couseut. 

Sect. 19. The clerk or registrar may require of any persou apply- 
ing for such certificate an affidavit setting forth the age of the parties ;

Whoever, when applying for such a certificate, wilfully 
makes a false statement in relation to the age, residence, parent, 
master, or guardian of either of the parties intending marriage, 
diall forfeit a sum not exceeding two hundred dollars.

Sect. 23. A marriage among the people called Friends or Quakers 
may be solemnized in the manner heretofore used and practised in 
their societies. 

Every justice of the peace, minister, and clerk or 
keeper of the records of a meeting wherein marriages among Friends 
or Quakers are solemnized, shall make a record of each marriage 
solemnized before him, or in such meeting, and of all facts relating 
to the marriage which are required by law to be recorded.

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LAWS CONCERNING DIVORCE. 



[Public Sutntes, Chapter 146w] 
CAUSES FOR DIVORCE. 



Sectio^i 1. A divorce from the bond of matrimony may be decreeil 
for adultery, impotency, extreme cruelty, utter desertion continued for 
three consecutive years next prior to the tiling of the libeU gnx» and 
confirmed habits of intoxication, cruel and abusive treatment, or, on 
the libel of the wife, when the husband, being of sutUoient ability^ 
grossly, or wantonly and cruelly refuses or neglects to provide suitable 
maintenance for her. 

Sect. 2. Such divorce may also be decreeil when either i^arty has 
separated from the other without his or her consent and has uuiteil 
with a religious sect or society that professes to believe the relation of 
husband and wife void or unlawful, and has continual uniteil with 
such sect or society for three years, refusing during that term to co- 
habit with the other party ; or when either party has been sentenceil 
to contiuement at hard labor for life or for live years or moi^> in the 
state prison or in a jai^ or house of correction ; and after a divorce 
for Buch cause, no pardon granted to the party so sonteuceil shall 
restore such party to his or her conjugal rights. 

Sect. 3. When a divorce from beii and l)oard under laws hereto- 
fore in force or a divorce nisi has been decreed and Uie parties have 
lived separately for three consecutive years next after the decree, a 
divorce from the bonds of matrimony may be decreed u(>on the peti- 
tion of the party in whose favor the previous decree was granted ; 
and when the parties have lived separately for five consecutive yearn 
next after such decree, a divorce from the boml of matrimony may 
be decreed in favor of either party. 

Sect. 4. Except as provided in the following section, no divorce 
shall be decreed if the parties have never lived together aa husluind 
and wife in the commonwealth ; nor shall a divorce bo decreeil for a 
cause occurring in another state or country, unless, before such cause 
occurred, the parties had lived together as husband and wife in the 
commonwealth, and one of them lived in the commonwealth at the 
time when the cause occurred. 

Sect. 5. When the libellant has resided in the commonwealth for 
five years next preceding the filing of the libel, or, if the parties 
were inhabitants of the commonwealth at the time of their marriage, 
when the libellant has been such an inhabitant for three years next 
preceding such filing, a divorce may be decreed for any cause allowed 
by law, whether it occurred in the commonwealth or elsewhere, unless 
it appears that the libellant has removed into the commonwealth for 
the purix>se of obtaining a divorce. 
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LIBELS FOR DITORCE. 

Sect. 6. Libels for divorce ehall he heard and determined ii 
Buprerae juiUcial court lield for a county in which one of the pnrtiea 
lives, except tliat, when the libellaot has left the comity in which the 
parties have lived together, the adverae party still living therein, the 
libel shall be heard and determined in the court held for that county. 
[Amended 1887, 332.] 

Sect. 7. Every such libel shall be signed by the llbellant, if o' 
sound mind and of legal age to consent to marriage ; otherwise it 
may be signed by the guanlian of the llbellant or by a person admit- 
ted by the court to prosecute the libel as his or her next friend. 

Sect. 8. The libel miiy be presented to the supreme judicial conrt 
or to a justice thereof in any county, in term time or vacation, or it 
may be tiled in the olticQ of the cleric of said court in vac.ition. 

Sect. 9. The court, justice or clerk may order the adverse party 
to be summoned to appear and answer at the court having jurisdtc- 
tiou of the cause, by the publication of the libel or of the snbstanoe 
thereof, with the order thereon, in one or more newspapers to be 
designated in the order, or by delivering to such party an attested 
copy of the libel and a summons, or in such other manner ns may 
seem most proper and effectual ; but when such onler is made by a 
clerk, the court or any justice thereof may order such additional 
notice to be given as may seem proper.

Sect. 18. The court before which a libel for divorce ia pending

the custody and support of minor children, as in its judgment the 
interests of the parlies and the necessities of the case demand, and 
such orders and decrees may be changed or annulled aa the court 
may determine, and any orders or decrees of said court under this 
section shall, while thoy are in force, supersede any order or decree 
of the probate court under section thiity-three of chapter one hun- 
dred and forty-seven, and may suspend the right of said court lo 
act under said section. 

Sect. 19. All decrees of divorce shall in tlie first instance be de- 
crees nisi, to become absolute after the expiration of six months from 
the entry thereof, on application of either party to the clerk of the 
court, and on such application the clerk shall enter a Qnal decree, 
unless the court has for sufficient cause, on application of any party 
interested, otherwise ordered.

Sect. 20. No lit)el for divorce on the ground of desertioD shall 
be defeated by a temporary return or other act done by the party 
deserting, if it appears that such return or other act was not made 
or done in good faith, bnt with the intent to defeat the obtaining of 
a divorce by the other party.

Sect. 22. After a divorce from the bond of matrimony either 
paity may marry again as if the other were dead, except that the 
party against whom the divorce was granted shall not marry within 
two years from the time of the entry of the final decree of divorce.

FOREIGN DIVORCES. 

Sect. 41. A divorce decreed in another state or country accord- 
ing to the laws thereof, and by a court having jurisdiction of the 
cause and of both the parties, shall be valid and effectual in this 
commonwealth ; but when an inhabitant of this commonwealth goes 
into another state or country to obtain a divorce for a cause which 
occurred here while the parties resided here, or for a cause which 
would not authorize a divorce by the laws of this commonwealth, a 
divorce so obtained shall be of no force or effect in this common- 
wealth. 

CRIMINAL PROVISIONS. 

Sect. 42. If persons divorced from the bond of matrimony co- 
habit as husband or wife or live together in the same house, they 
shall be deemed to be guilty of adultery.

AN ACT CONCERNING STATISTICS OF DIVORCE. 

Be it enacted^ e/c, as follows: 

Section 1 . The clerks of courts for the several counties, and of 
the supreme judicial court for the county of Suffolk, shall, annually, 
dunng the month of February, make returns to the secretary of the 
Commonwealth in relation to libels for divorce in their respective 
counties for the calendar year next preceding. Such returns shall 
specify the following details : the number of libels pending at the 
beginning of the year ; the number of libels filed within the year ; 
the number of divorces granted ; the number of divorces refused ; the 
number of libels contested ; the number of libels uncontested ; the 
alleged cause for divorce in each case ; tbe sex of the libellant and 
the length of time the parties have been married ; and the number 
of cases in which notice has been given to the district-attorney for 
prosecution under section forty- four of chapter one hundi-ed and 
forty-six of the Public Statutes, and the criminal offence for which 
divorce has been granted in such cases. 

Sect. 2. The secretary shall furnish the said clerks of courts 
with suitable blank forms for the retm*ns provided for in the preced- 
ing section. 

Sect. 3. The secretary shall annually prepare from said returns 
full and complete abstracts and tabular statements of the facts relat- 
ing to divorces for each county, and embody such abstracts and 
statements, with necessary analyses, in the annual reports to the 
legislature relating to the registry of births, deaths and marriages. 

Sect. 4. The first return to be made under this act shall include

OF DIVORCE.

Section 1. Section nineteen of chapter one hundred and forty- 
six of the Public Statutes is amended so as to read as follows : 
*^ Section 19. All decrees of divorce shall in the first instance be 
decrees nm, to become absolute after the expiration of six months 
from the entry thereof, without further notice thereof by publication 
or otherwise, on application of either party to the court, or any 
justice thereof, in term time or vacation ; and on such application 
the court or justice shall make a final decree, unless the court has 
for sufficient cause, on application of any party interested, otherwise 
ordered."

AN ACT RELATING TO DIVORCE IN CASES OF LONG AND UNEX- 
PLAINED ABSENCE OF THE LIBELLEE.

Section 1. A divorce from the bond of matrimony may be de- 
creed for any of the causes allowed by law, notwithstanding the fact 
that the libellee has been. continuously absent for such a period of 
time and under such circumstances as would raise a presumption of 
death. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [^Approved

AN ACT TO ENLARGE THE JURISDICTION OF THE SUPERIOR AND 

PROBATE COURTS. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1 . The superior court shall have exclusive original juris- 
diction of all causes of divorce and nullity or validity of marriage, 
and in such proceedings shall have all powers as to alimony, the 
custody of children or otherwise which the supreme judicial court 
has heretofore had and exercised. 

Sect. 2. The probate coarts of the several counties shall have 
exclusive original jurisdiction of the petitions of married women con- 
cerning their separate estate, and of the petitions or applications 
concerning the care, custody, education and maintenance of minor 
children, provided for by sections thirty-one, thirty-two and thirty- 
fix of chapter one hundred forty-seven of the Public Statutes. 
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Sect. 8. All appeals from orders, sentences, decrees or denials 
of probate courts on petitions brought ,«nder section thirty-three of 
chapter one hundred and forty-seven of the Public Statutes, and on 
petitions of married women concerning their separate estates, and on 
petitions concerning the care, custody, education and maintenance of 
minor children provided for by sections thirty-one, thirty-two and 
thirty-six of said chapter one hundred and forty-seven, shall here- 
after be taken to the superior comt, and all proceedings on such 
appeals shall be the same, so far as practicable as are now provided 
l^ law on like appeals to the supreme judicial court. 

Sect. 4. The supreme judicial court as a court of law, shall con- 
tinue to have and exercise the same jurisdiction on exceptions, re- 
port, or otherwise, of questions of law arising in all said matters in 
the superior court as it has heretofore had and exercised of such 
questions arising in the supreme judicial court. 

Sect. 5. This act shall not affect any case pending in the supreme 
judicial court at the time when it takes effect. 

Sect. 6. The su|)erior court shall establish all necessary rules to 
regulate the practice under this act. [^Approved May 31^ 1887.

AN ACT TO PROHIBIT ADVERTISING THE BUSINESS OF PROCURINQ 

DIVORCES. 

Be U enacted^ etc.<i as follows: 

Section 1. Whoever writes, prints or publishes, or solicits an- 
other to write, print or publish, any notice, circular or advertisement 
soliciting employment in the business of procuiing divorces, or offer- 
ing Inducements for the purpose of procuring such employment shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding two hundred dollars or by im- 
prisonment in the house of correction for a term not exceeding six 
months. 

Sect. 2. The provisions of section one of this act shall not apply 
to any person duly admitted as an attorney-at-law in this Common- 
wealth. lApprt/ued May 27 ^ 1887.

A divorce from the bond of matrimony may be decreed for gross 
and confirmed drunkenuess caused by the voluutary and excessive use 
of opium or other drugs. [^Approved June 7, ISSO.

adultery, and where the adverse party does not appear, or is

AN ACT RELATING TO THE UNLAWFUL ISSUING OF CERTIFICATES 

OF DIVORCE.

Whoever, except in compliance with an order of a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, shall give, sign or issue any writing purporting 
to grant a divorce to persons who are husband and wife according to 
the laws of this Commonwealth, or purporting to be a certificate that 
a divorce has been granted to such persons, shall be punished by fine 
not exceeding oue thousand dollars or by imprisonment in the jail 
not exceeding three years, or by both such fine aud imprisonment.

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LAWS RELATING TO MEDICAL 

EXAMINERS. 



[Pablic Statntos, Chapter 26.] 
OF MEDICAL EXAMINERS. 

Section 1. The governor shall nominate, and by and with the 
advice and consent of the council shall appoint, in each county able 
and discreet men, learned in the science of medicine, to be medical 
examiners in each county, and every such nomination shall be made 
at least seven days prior to the appointment. 

Sect. 2. The number of medical examiners, appointed as pro- 
vided in the preceding section, shall be as follows : — 

For the county of Barnstable, three examiners, being one in each 
of the three districts into which said county is divided for said pur- 
pose: namely, district one, composed of the towns of Harwich, 
Dennis, Yarmouth, Brewster, Chatham, Orleans, and Eastham ; dis- 
trict two, of the towns of Barnstable, Sandwich, Mashpee, and Fal- 
mouth ; and district three, of the towns of Provincetown, Truro, and 
Wellfleet. 

For the county of Berkshire, four examiners, being one in each of 
the four districts into which said county is divided for said purpose : 
namely, district one, composed of the towns of Williams town, 
Clarksburg, Adams, North Adams, Florida, Savoy, New Ashford, 
and Cheshire ; district two, of the towns of Lanesborough, Windsor, 
Pittsfield, Dalton, Hinsdale, Peru, and Hancock ; district three, of 
the towns of Richmond, Lenox, Washington, Becket, Lee, Stock- 
bridge, Tyringham, and Otis ; and district four, of the towns of 
West Stockbndge, Alford, Great Barringtou, Monterey, Saudisfield, 
New Marlborough, Sheffield, Egremont, and Mount Washington. 

For the county of Bristol, four examiners, being one in each of the 
four districts into which said county is divided for said purpose : 
namely, district one, composed of the towns of Attleborough, See- 
konk, Norton, Mansfield, and Rehoboth ; district two, of the city of 
Taunton and the towns of Raynharo, Easton, Berkley, and Dighton ; 
district three, of the city of Fall River and the towns of Somerset, 
Swanzey, Freetown, and Westport; and district four, of the 
city of New Bedford and the towns of Dartmouth, Fairhaveu, and 
Acushnet. 

For the county of Dukes County, three examiners, being one in 
each of the three districts into which said county is divided for said 
purpose : namely, district one, composed of the towns of P2dgartown 
and Cottage City ; district two, of the towns of Tisbury and Gosnold ; 
and district three, of the towns of Chilmark and Gay Head. 
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For the county of Essex, ten examiners, being one in each of the 
ten districts into which said county is divided for said purpose: 
namely, district one, composed of the city of Gloucester and the 
town of Rockport ; district two, of the towns of Ipswich, Rowley, 
Hamilton, and E^sex ; district three, of the city of Newburyport and 
the towns of Newbury, West Newbury, Amesbury, and Salisbury ; 
district four, of the city of Haverhill and the towns of Bradford and 
Merrimac ; district five, of the city of Lawrence and the towns of 
Methuen, Andover, and North Andover ; district six, of the towns 
of Georgetown, Boxford, Topsfield, and Groveland ; district seven, 
of the towns of Beverly, Wenham, and Manchester ; district eight, of 
the towns of Peabody, Danvers, Middleton, and Lynnfield ; district 
nine, of the city of Lynn and the towns of Saugus, Nahant, and 
Swampscott ; and district ten, of the city of Salem and the town of 
Marblehead. 

For the county of Franklin, two examiners, being one in each of 
the two districts into which said county is divided for said purpose : 
namely, the eastern district, composed of the towns of Bernardston, 
Erving, Gill, Greenfield, Leverett, Montague, New Salem, Northfleld, 
Orange, Shutesbury, Sunderland, Warwick, and Wendell ; and the 
western district, composed of the towns of Ashfield, Buckland, Charle- 
mont, Colrain, Conway, Deerfield, Hawley, Heath, Leyden, Monroe, 
Rowe, Shelburne, and Whately. [Amended 1884, 321, §§ 1, 2.] 

For the county of Hampden, four examiners, being one in each of 
the four districts into which said county is divided for said purpose : 
namely, district one, composed of the towns of Brimfield, Holland, 
Palmer, Monson, and Wales ; district two, of the city of Springfield 
and the towns of Agawam, Chicopee, Longmeadow, Ludlow, West 
Springfield, Wilbrahara, and Hampden ; district three, of the 
city of Holyoke ; and district four, of the towns of Blandford, 
Chester, Granville, Montgomery, Russell, Southwick, Tolland, and 
Westfield. 

For the county of Hampshire, four examines, being one in each of 
the four districts into which said county is divided for said purpose : 
namely, district one, composed of the towns of Chesterfield, Com- 
mington, Goshen, Hatfield, Northampton, Plainfield, and Williams- 
burgh ; district two, of the towns of Easthampton, Huntington, 
Middlefield, Southampton, Westhampton, and Worthington ; district 
three, of the towns of Amherst, Granby, Hadley, Pelham, and South 
Hadle}^; and district four, of the towns of Belchertown, Enfield, 
Greenwich, Prescott, and Ware. 

For the county of Miadlesex, ten examiners, being one in each of 
the ten districts into which said county is divided for said purpose : 
namely, district one, composed of the city of Cambridge and the 
towns of Belmont and Arlington ; district two, of the cities of Mal- 
deu and Somerville and the towns of Everett and Medford ; district 
three, of the towns of Melrose, Stoneham, Wakefield, Wilmington, 
Reading, and North Reading ; district four, of the towns of Woburn, 
Winchester, Lexington, and Burlington ; district five, of the city of 
liOwell and the towns of Dracut, Tewksbury, Billerica, Chelmsford, 
and Tyngsborough ; district six, of the towns of Concord, Carlisle, 
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Bedford* Lincoln, Littleton, Acton, and Boxborough ; district seven, 
of the city of Newton and the towns of Watertown, Walthiim, and 
Weston; district eight, of the towns of Framingham, Wayland, 
Natick, Sherborn. Hoiliston, Hopkinton, and Ashland ; district nine, 
of the towns of Marlborough, Hudson, Maynard, Stow, and Sud- 
bury; and district ten, of the towns of Ayer, Groton, Westford, 
Dnnstable, Pepperell, Shirley, Townsend, and Ashby. 

For the county of Nantucket, one examiner. 

For the county of Norfolk, nine examiners, being one in each of 
the nine districts into which said county is divided for said purpose : 
namely, district one, composed of the towns of Dedham, Needham, 
Wellesley, Norwood, and Dover ; district two, of the towns of Hyde 
Park and Milton ; district three, of the towns of Quincy and Ran- 
dolph ; district four, of the towns of Weymouth, Braintree, and Hol- 
brook ; district five, of the towns of Stoughton, Canton, Walix>le, 
and Sharon ; district six, of the towns of Franklin, Fox borough, and 
Wrentham ; district seven, of the towns of Med way, Medfield, Nor- 
folk, and Bellingham ; district eight, of the town of Brookline ; and 
district nine, of the town of Cohasset. 

For the county of Plymouth, four examiners, being one in each of 
the four districts into which said county is divided for said purpose : 
namely, district one, composed of the city of Brockton and the 
towns of West Bridgewatcr, East Bridgewater, Bridgewater, and 
Sooth Abington; district two, of the towns of Abington, Rockland, 
Hanover, Hanson, Hingham, South Scituate, and Hull ; district three, 
of the towns of Plymouth, Marshfield, Halifax, Kingston, Scituate, 
Plympton, Duxbnry, and Pembroke ; and district four, of the towns 
of Middleborough, Wareham, Mattapoisett, Carver, Rochester, Lake- 
ville, and Marion. [Amended 1886, 74.] 

For the county of Suffolk, two examiners. 

For the county of Worcester, eleven examiners, being one in each 
of the eleven districts into which said county is divided for said pur- 
pose : namely, district one, composed of the towns of Athol, Peters- 
ham, Phillipston, and Royalston; district two, of the towns of 
Gardner, Templeton, and Wincheudon ; district three, of the city of 
Fitchburg and the towns of Ashburnham, Leominster, Lunenburg, 
Princeton, and Westminster; district four, of the towns of Berlin, 
Bolton, Clinton, Harvard, Lancaster, and Sterling; district five, of 
the towns of Grafton, Northborough, Southborough, and Westbor- 
oagb ; district six, of the towns of Mendon, Milford, and Upton ; 
district seven, of the towns of Blackstone, Douglas, Northbridge, and 
Uxbridge ; district eight, of the towns of Charlton, Dudley, Oxford, 
Soathbridge, Stnrbridge, and Webster ; district nine, of the towns of 
Brookfield, North Brookfield, Spencer, Warren, and West Brookfield ; 
district ten, of the towns of Barre, Dana, Hubbardston, Hardwick, 
New Braintree, Oakham, and Rutland ; and district eleven, of the 
inty of Worcester and the towns of Auburn, Boylston, Holden, 
Leicester, Millbury, Paxton, Shrewsbury, Sutton, and West 
Boylston. 

Sect. 8. The governor may also in like manner nominate and 
appoint an associate medical examiner for the county of Suffolk, 
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who shall, at the request of either of the medical examiners for said 
county, perform all the duties and exercise all the powers of a medi- 
cal examiner in said county, but he shall not in any year be so 
required to serve for more than one month at the request of either of 
said medical examiners. 

Sect. 4. Said medical examiners and associate medical exam- 
iner shall hold their offices for a tern^ of seven years from the time 
of their respective appointments, but shall be liable to removal from 
office by the governor and council at any time for cause shown. 

Sect. 5. Each medical examiner and the associate medical exam- 
iner for Suffolk County shall, before entering upon the duties of his 
office, be sworn and give bond with sureties to the treasurer of the 
county, in the sum of five thousand dollars, for the faithful perform- 
ance of such duties. If he fails to give such bond for thirty days 
after his appointment, such appointment shall be void. 

Sect. 6. The superior court shall each year examine into the 
sufficiency of all bonds given under the preceding section ; and if it 
appears that any such bond is insufficient, said couit shall cause a 
record of that fact to be made by its clerk, and shall require the 
party who gave such bond to give a new one, satisfactory to the 
couii;, wiHiin such time as it shall order. 

Sect. 7. A surety on any such bond, or his heirs, executors, or 
administrators, may petition the superior court, for the county for 
which the officer who gave it was appointed, to be discharged from 
such bond, and like proceedings shall thereupon be had as in case of 
a similar petition by a surety on a sheriff's official bond. 

Sect. 8. If the condition of any such bond is broken to the 
injury of any person, the officer who gave it shall be liable to removal 
from his office and be subject to like penalties as sheriffs in like 
cases, and actions may be brought upon such bonds in like manner 
as upon the official bonds of sheriffs. 

Sect. 9. In the county of Suffolk each medical examiner shall 
receive from the treasurer of the county, in full for all services per- 
formed by him, a salary of three thousand dollars a year, and the 
associate medical examiner a salary of five hundred dollars ; but if 
the said associate medical examiner serves in any year more than 
two months at the request of either medical examiner, he shall for 
such service in excess of two months be paid at the same rate as 
such medical examiner, and such compensation shall be deducted 
from the salary of the medical examiner in whose stead he serves. 
The medical examiners in other counties shall receive fees as fol- 
lows : for a view without an autopsy, four dollara ; for a view and 
autopsy, thirty dollars ; and for travel, at the rate of five cents a mile 
to and from the place of view. [Amended 1885, 379, § 1.] 

Sect. 10. Medical examiners shall make examinations, as herein- 
after provided, upon the view of the dead bodies of such persons 
only as are supposed to have come to their death by violence. 

Sect. 11. When a medical examiner has notice that there has 
been found, or is lying within his county, the dead body of a person 
who is supposed to have come to his death by violence, he shall forth- 
with repair to the place where such body lies, and take charge of the 
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same ; and if, on view thereof and personal inquiry into the cause 
and manner of the deaths he deems a further examination necessary, 
he shall, upon being thereto authorized in writing by the district- 
attorney, mayor, or selectmen of the district, city or town where 
such body lies, make an autopsy in the presence of two or more 
discreet persons, whose attendance he may compel by subposna if 
necessary, and shall then and there carefully reduce or cause tb be 
reduced to writing every fact and circumstance tending to show the 
condition of the body and the cause and manner of death, together 
with the names and addresses of said witnesses, which record he 
shall subscribe. Before making such autopsy he shall call the 
attention of the witnesses to the position and appearance of the 
body. 

Sect. 12. If upon such view, personal inquiry, or autopsy, he is 
of opinion that the death was caused by violence, he shall at once 
notify the district-attorney and a justice of the district, police, or 
municipal court for the district or city in which the body lies, or a 
trial justice, and shall file a duly attested copy of the record of his 
autopsy in such court or with such justice, and a like copy with such 
district-attorney ; and shall in all cases certify to the clerk or regis- 
trar having the custody of the records of births, marriages, and 
deaths in the city or town in which the person deceased came to his 
death, the name and residence of the person deceased, if known, or, 
when the name and residence cannot be ascertained, a description of 
the person deceased, as full as may be, for identification, together 
with the cause and manner by and in which he came to his death. 

Sect. 13. The court or trial justice shall thereupon hold an 
inquest, which may be private, in which case any or all persons, 
other than those required to be present by the provisions of this 
chapter, may be excluded from the place where such inquest is held ; 
and said court or trial justice may also direct the witnesses to be 
kept separate, so that they cannot converse with each other until 
they have been examined. The district-attorney, or some person 
designated by him, may attend the inquest and examine all witnesses. 
An inquest shall be held in all cases of death by accident npon 
a railroad; and the district-attorney or the attorney-general may, 
if he deems it necessary or expedient, direct an inquest to be held 
in the case of any other casualty from which the death of a person 
results. 

Sect. 14. The justice or district-attorney may issue subpoenas for 
witnesses, returnable before such court or trial justice. The persons 
served with such process shall be allowed the same fees, their 
attendance may be enforced in the same manner, .and they shall be 
subject to the same penalties, as if served with a subpoena in behalf 
of the Commonwealth in a criminal prosecution pending before such 
court or trial justice. 

Sect. 15. The presiding justice or trial justice shall, after hearing 
the testimony, draw up and sign a report, in which he shall find and 
certify when, where, and by what means the person deceased came to 
his death, his name if known, and all material circumstances attend- 
ing his death ; and if it appears that his death resulted wholly or in 
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part from the unlawful act of any other person or persons, he shall 
further state the name or names of such person or persons, if known 
to him, and he shall file such report with the records of the superior 
court in the county wherein the inquest is held. 

Sect. 16. If the justice finds that murder, manslaughter, or an 
assault has been committed, he may bind over, as in criminal prosecu- 
tions« such witnesses as he deems necessary, or as the district-attor- 
ney may designate, to appear and testify at the court in which an 
indictment for such offence may be found or presented. 

Sect. 17. If a person charged by the report with the commission 
of an offence is not in custody, the justice shall forthwith issue proc- 
ess for his apprehension, and such process shall be made returnable 
before any court or magistrate having jurisdiction in the premises, 
who shall proceed therein in the manner required by law ; but noth- 
ing herein shall prevent any justice from issuing such process before 
the finding of such report, if it is otherwise lawful to issue the same. 
[A^mended 1887, 310, § 3.] 

Sect. 18. If a medical examiner reports that a death was not 
caused by violence, and the district-attorney or the attorney-general 
is of a contrary opinion, cither the district-attorney or the attorney- 
general may, notwithstanding such report, direct an inquest to be 
held in accordance with the provisions of this chapter, at which 
inquest he or some person designated by him shall be present and 
examine all the witnesses. 

Sect. 19. The medical examiner may, if he deems it necessary, 
employ a chemist to aid in the examination of the body or of sub- 
stances supposed to have caused or contributed to the death, and 
such chemist shall be entitled to such compensation for his services 
as the medical examiner certifies to be just and reasonable, the same 
being audited and allowed in the manner hereinafter provided. A 
clerk, who may be employed to reduce to writing the results of a 
medical examination or autopsy, shall be allowed for his services two 
dollars per day. 

Sect. 20. When a medical examiner views or makes an examina- 
tion of the dead body of a stranger, he shall cause the body to be 
decently buried ; and if he certifies that he has made careful inquiry, 
and that to the best of his knowledge and belief the person found 
dead is a stranger having no settlement in any city or town of this 
commonwealth, his fees, with the actual expense of burial, shall be 
paid from the treasury of the commonwealth. In all other cases the 
expense of the burial shall be paid by the city or town, and all other 
expenses by the county, wherein the body is found. [Amended 1887, 
310, § 1.] 

Sect. 21. When services are rendered in bringing to land the 
dead body of a person found in any of the harbors, rivers, or waters 
of the commonwealth, the medical examiner may allow such compen- 
sation for such services as he deems reasonable, but this provision 
shall not entitle any person to compensation for services rendered in 
searching for a dead body. 

Sect. 22. In all cases arising under the provisions of this chapter, 
the medical examiner shall take charge of any money or other personal 
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property of the deceased, found upon or near the body, ^nd shall 
deliver the same to the person or persons entitled to its custody or 
possession, or, if not claimed by such person within sixty days, then 
to a pablic administrator to be administered upon according to law. 

Sect. 23. A medical examiner who fraudulently neglects or re- 
fuses to deliver any such property to such person within three days 
after dae demand upon him therefor shall be punished by imprison- 
ment in the jail or house of correction not exceeding two years, or 
by fine not exceeding five hundred dollars. 

Sect. 24. Every medical examiner shall return an account of the 
expenses of each view or autopsy, including his fees, to the county 
commissioners having jurisdiction over the place where the examina- 
tion or view is held, or in the county of Suffolk to the auditor of the 
dty of Boston, and shall annex to his return the written authority 
under which the autopsy was made. Such commissioners or auditor 
shall audit such accounts, and certify to the treasurer of the common- 
wealth or to the treasurer of the county, as the case may be, what 
items in such account are deemed just and reasonable, and such 
items shall be paid by said treasurer to the person entitled to receive 
the same. [Amended 1887, 310, § 2.] 

Sect. 25. The fees of trial justices for the services specified in 
this chapter shall be as follows : namely, for receiving and filing 
a duly attested copy of the record of an autopsy, fifty cents ; for 
each subpoBua issued, ten cents ; for each day's attendance in holding 
the inquest, five dollars ; for the recognizance of witnesses, twenty 
cents ; and for drawing up and filing a report in superior court, five 
dollars. The said fees, having been audited by the district-attorney, 
shall be paid from the treasury of the county.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE APPOINTMENT OF A MEDICAL 
EXAMINER FOR THE NORTHERN DISTRICT OF THE COUNTY OF 
FRANKLIN. 

Be U enacted, etc, as follows : 

Sechon 1. There shall be appointed a medical examiner for a 
district to be known as the Northern District of the county of Frank- 
lin, which shall be composed of the towns of Orange, Warwick, New 
Salem and Wendell in the county of Franklin. 

Sect. 2. So much of section two of chapter twenty-six of the 
Public Statutes as is inconsistent herewith is hereby repealed.

AN ACT TO ESTABLISH THE NUMBER OP MEDICAL EXAMINERS AND

So much of section two of chapter twenty-six of the Public Stat- 
utes as relates to the county of Plymouth is hereby amended so as to 
read : — For the county of Plymouth, five examiners, being one in 
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each of the five districts into which said county is divided for said 
purpose ; namely, district one, composed of the city of Brockton and 
the towns of West Bridgewater, East Bridgewater, Bridgewater and 
South Abington ; district two, of the towns of Abingtoq, Rockland, 
Hanover, Hanson, South Scituate and Pembroke ; district three, of 
the towns of Plymouth, Halifax, Kingston, Plympton and Duxbury; 
district four, of the towns of Middleborough, Wareham, Mattapoi- 
sett. Carver, Rochester, Lakeville and Marion ; and district five, of 
the towns of Hingham, Hull, Scituate and Marshfield. [^Approved 
March 17,1 886.

AX ACT RELATING TO MEDICAL EXAMINERS. 
Be U enacted, etc., as follows : 

SECnoN 1. Section nine of chapter twenty-six of the Public 
Statutes is amended to read as follows : — Section 9, In the county 
of Suffolk each medical examiner shall receive from the treasurer of 
the county, in full for all services performed by him, a salary of 
three thousand dollars a year, and the associate medical examiner 
a salary of five hundred dollars ; but if the said associate medical 
examiner serves in any year more than two months, at the request 
of either medical examiner, he shall, for such service in excess of 
two months, be paid at the same rate as such medical examiner, and 
such compensation shall be deducted from the salary of the medical 
examiner in whose stead he serves. The medical examiners in other 
counties shall receive fees as follows : For a view without an autoi)sy, 
five dollars ; for a view and autopsy, thirty dollars ; and for travel, 
at the rate of ten cents a mile to and from the place of view. 

Sect. 2. When a medical examiner deems it necessary to have a 
physician present at an autopsy as one of the witnesses, as provided 
in section eleven of chapter twenty-six of the Public Statutes, such 
physician shall be allowed five dollars for his ser\'ices. Other wit- 
nesses required by law to be present at an autopsy shall be allowed 
two dollars each. 

Sect. 3. PIvery medical examiner shall, annually, on or before 
the first day of March, transmit to tlie secretary of the common- 
wealth certified copies of the records of all deaths which have 
occurred during the year ending on the last day of the preceding 
December, the cause and manner of which he has investigated, in 
accordance with the requirements of chapter twenty-six of the Public 
Statutes : provided, however, if the term of office of any medical ex- 
aminer shall end before the said last day of December, he shall send 
to the secretary of the commonwealth, within the sixty days next 
ensuing upon the expiration of his conmiission as a medical exam- 
iner, certified copies of the records of all deaths officially investigated 
by him during that part of the then current calendar year in which 
he continued in office. 

Sect. 4. Each medical examiner shall be entitled to receive from 
the treasury of the commonwealth, for recording and returning the 
facts relating to deaths as herein provided, twenty cents for each of 
the first twenty entries, and ten cents for each subsequent entry in 
any year, as certified by the secretary of the commonwealth, and

Bucb allowance and payment shall be made to the medical examiners 
in Suffolk County for record and returns pursuant to this section, 
notwithstanding the limitation to the salary fixed by section nine of 
chapter twenty-six of the Public Statutes as amended by this act. 
Any medical examiner shall forfeit not less than ten nor more than 
fifty dollars for each refusal or neglect to fulfil the requirements of 
section three of this act. 

Sect. 5. The secretary shall, at the exx>ense of the common- 
wealth, prepare and furnish to the several medical examiners, blank 
books of suitable quality and size, to be used as books of record 
under this act, and blank forms for returns, on paper of uniform 
size.

Every medical examiner shall forthwith file with the 
district attorney of his district, a report of each autopsy made by 
him aud of his view and personal inquiry in such case under the pro- 
visions of chapter twenty-six of the Public Statutes ; and shall 
certify in such report tliat, in his judgment, the cause and manner 
of death could not be ascertained by view and inquiry, and that an 
autopsy was necessary for that purpose.

modifications, identical with that embodied in a report drawn up by 
William Farr, Esq., M.D., of London, for the consideration of the 
International Statistical Congress which met at Paris in September, 
1855 ; which repoi*t was printed in the Appendix to the Sixteenth 
Registration Report of the Registrar-General, England. 

[Note.— This page and tboso that follow contain two lists of causes of death. The 
fti-st — that on the left side — may be called the Tabular List, and comprises all the 
heads which it is proposed to admit into the complete tables (IX. and X.), and under 
which ALL deaths, from whateTer canse, are finally distributed. It represents those 
diseases which, under the same terms, or terms strictly synonymous with them, are 
fonnd in practice to occur most frequently. 

The SiTPPLEMBNTAL LiST is Mubordinote to the first, and contains the principal special 
diseases which it may be considered desirable to note. The figures in this list indicate 
the corresponding numbers of the tabular list under which such diseases are ultimately 
arranged.
